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Life Constant 
Warfare, Says 
Dr. C. M. Proctor 

Advocates Periodic Health Ex- 
aminations in Talk Before 
Rotary Club 


"Life is constant warfare," said 
Dr. Charles M. Proctor, professor of 
surgery at the Tufts Dental School 
addressing the Newton Rotary Club 
this week. "Infection must be con- 
stantly fought so that resistance to 
bac’terla may be built up. Life should 
be so ordered that when old age 
comes we just naturally wear out 
instead of being blown up long be- 
fore the appointed time." In about 
nine cases out of very ten, the pro- 
fessor said, there is a certain amount 
of infection to be found at the root 
of the trouble. He advised everyone 
to see his physician at least once a 
year for a thorough going-over and 
he suggested one’s birthday as a 
good day for that. Periodically there 
should be an examination of the 
mouth since so many diseases are 
traced to the teeth. It is astonishing 
how many people neglect their 
teeth. There are fifty-odd roots, any 
one of which may be the cause of 
trouble. Professor Proctor, speaking 
in a pleasant conversational tone, 
illustrated his points by interesting 
and illuminating experiences from 
his own professional practice. Ho 
was introduced by his friend, Dr. 
Charles D. Ansley, as one whose life 
was devoted to service of his fellow 
man. 

One Rotarian from Nova Scotia, 
four from neighboring towns and one 
other guest were also present at 
Monday’s meeting. Wilbur Thomp- 
son, chairman of the Committee on 
International Relations, gave a re- 
port on the letters sent by his Com- 
mittee to fourteen new Rotary clubs 
recently organized in Europe, South 
America and in this country. A num- 
ber or tho local Rotarians are plan- 
ning to visit the Concord, Mass., 
Club on Thursday. This club was 
started a few years ago by Fred 
Teele of the Newton club. 


Vacation Bible 
School Closes 
Successful Term 

The 1933 Newtonville Dally Vaca- 
tion Bible School closed a very suc- 
cessful program last Friday. At the 
Commencement program, the several 
class groups portrayed a cross section 
review of the life of the school. 

Mr. Everett Johnson, principal, an- 
nounced a total enrollment of 130 
children, and 9 leaders. A total of 
90 diplomas were granted for attend- 
ance of 10 days or more. Of these 
90, 59 boys and girls were in attend- 
ance more than 15 days out of 18, 20 
pupils had perfect attendance. 

A total of 14 churches were repre- 
sented by the children attending, al- 
though 65% of the total enrollment 
were from the Central Congregational 
and Newtonville M. E. Churches. 

This summer vacation Bible School 
has enjoyed continued success and 
sustained growth for 9 years. 

The teachers this summer were 
Miss Virginia Cameron, Miss Doris 
Easton. Miss Margery Buchanan 
Miss Madeline Doggett, Miss Dorothy 
Kennison, Mr. Frank Batstone, Misses 
Barbara MacCormack and Alice Le- 
Baron were volunteer helpers in the 
Primary Department. 


During the past couple of days 
residents of the Newtons have been 
disturbed by the dirty appearance 
of Newton’s water. It had the 
brownish discoloration which char- 
acterized it several years ago be- 
fore the water mains were reamed 
to remove the deposits of creno- 
thrix. The cause of this latest turbid 
•vondltion of Newton’s water was the 
denning out on Wednesday of the 
24-inch pipe which runs under the 
Chnrles River from the conduit on 
the Needham side to the pumping 
station. This large pipe had not been 
cleaned for several years and the 
flow of billions of gallons through 
it in the meantime had caused suffi- 
cient sediment to collect so that all 
the water in the supply conduit was 
not available. By cleaning the pipe 
the head of water supply was raised 
2 feet and the quantity increased 
from 4500 to 0000 gallons per minute. 

While the cleaning of the under- 
river piped was in progress, the sup- 
ply from the conduit was cut off and 
by an unwelcome coincidence the 
consumption of water in the city 
was the largest in two years, 9,230,- 
000 gallons. The reserve supply at 
the Waban Hill reservoir did not suf- 
fice and the pumps were started, 
surging the supply again as soon us 
possible. The water was pumped 
through the new discharge mains 
from the recently reconstructed 
pumping station. The flow through 
the street mains was reversed and 
crenothrix deposits which have ac- 
cumulated during several years in 
some of the mains which had been 
cleaned out (as well of deposits from 
smaller mains which were not 
cleaned) were loosened and found 
their way into house pipes. 

This cronothrix sediment is not 
pleasant to look at, but it is not in- 
jurious to health. The water which 
enters the mains at the pumping 
station is pure and clear. It is ex- 
pected that the water coming from 
house faucets will again be clear with- 
in a day or two. Flushing of hydrants 
throughout the city would aggravate 
rather than help conditions, if done 
on a large scale. Such a method 
would but further loosen sediment 
from the smaller mains. 


Newtonville Boy 
Killed In Maine 


Charles E. Thatcher. 19, of 3 Wal- 
nut terrace. Newtonville, was killed 
near Skowhegan, Me., on Saturday 
morning when the automobile he was 
driving skidded on a wet road and 
overturned. Young Thatcher, who 
graduated from Newton High school 
last June, had accompanied Sydney 
Durfee of Central ave., Newtonville, 
on a trip to Maine. Mr. Durfee who 
is a piano tuner, and who is blind, 
escaped serious injury in the acci- 
dent. Thatcher played on the New- 
ton High football team last year. He 
was a member of the Order of DeMo- 
lay. Private funeral services were 
held on Monday at Mount Auburn 
Crematory chapel. The youth is sur- 
vived by his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles E. Thatcher.

Recently there haH been a great to- 
do in the pnpers about a man in 
Kentucky who “hollered" so loud that 
he wns heard in three states. The 
Boy Scouts of Norumbegu Council, 
spending the summer at Camp Bar- 
ker, even the 12-year-olds there, 
equalled that record yesterday! 

The entire camp started out by Pa- 
trols on Thursday afternoon for an 
overnight hike. The Whippoorwill Pa- 
trol, destination unknown, the Blaz- 
ing Arrow and the Raccoons, destina- 
tion Wallum Pond, one-lmlf in Rhode 
Island and one-half in Massachusetts; 
tlie Hawk and Chipmunk Patrols, des- 
tination Long Pond, in Connecticut, 
not far from the Massachusetts line. 
The entire hike was based on a game, 
with Bandits, Indians, Police, Explor- 
ers and Surveyors. The Explorers 
(one Patrol) were after a gold mine 
and the Surveyors were to locate 
and stake it out officially; the In- 
dians were to prevent it; the Bandits 
to perform their usual nefarious jobs 
and the Police to foil them! 

On Thursday evening, each Patrol 
arrived at its destination and set up 
camp.

It makes a very filling and substan- 
tial meal.

Blazing Arrows by James Bierer of 
Troop 10. Waban; Chipmunks by 
William Morison of Troop 6, Newton- 
ville; Raccoons by Joseph Jarvis of 
Troop 22, Newton: and Whippoor- 
wills by “Spike" Mitchell of Troop 
4B, Highlands.

Welfare Bureau 
Assists White 
Collar Class 

Works Closely With Mayor's 
Relief Committee 


When the Mayor’s Relief Commit- 
tee started Its work of relieving dis- 
tress among the hundreds of families 
throughout the city of Newton which 
had lost their means of livelihood in 
November, 1930, It turned to the New- 
ton Welfare Bureau for professional 
help, and since that time the two or- 
ganizations have been working in the 
closest co-operation. 

^ in 1916 tic Newton ,\ ociated 
Charities organization, which had ex- 
isted since 1889 as a project of the 
Newton Federation of Woman’s Clubs, 
was reorganized in its present form as 
an independent organization with its 
own board of directors and staff of 
professional social workers. From 
the time of its inception, it has had for 
its purpose the investigation of emer- 
gency cases of poverty and since the 
days of the depression began it has 
had for its special responsibility the 
relief of the "white collar” class, 
especially classes of cases which can 
not for various reasons be relieved 
from public funds. 

Tlie Mayor’s Relief Committee has 
handled the cases which could be re- 
lieved through employment, but cases 
which required special investigation 
and those which called for direct 
loans and other help have been turned 
over to the Welfare Bureau for admin- 
istrative handling. The Welfare Bu- 
reau, in other words, is the profes- 
sional agency for tho administration 
of relief which can not he handled 
through city funds or through the pro- 
vision of emergency work. 

The Mayor’s Committee has pro- 
vided the Bureau with the funds for 
handling the cases turned over to it 
and also with the money for the sal- 
aries of a case worker and a special 
oHiT'e secretary. It Is still doing this 
from the slender funds which yet re- 
main in its treasury. In January and 
February of this year the Bureau 
spent $1500 for the benefit of the cases 
turned over to it by the Committee 
over the budget allowed. It was then 
that it became apparent that the prob 
lem could no longer be carried en- 
tirely by private agencies, and over 
300 families were turned over to the 
City Welfare Department. 

Miss Ruth Chapin. General Secre- 
tary of the Welfare Bureau, says that 
any figures which she can give out at 
the present time as *o the number of 
families receiving relief from the Bu- 
reau and any slight improvement in 
the unemployment situation in the city 
would be rather valueless, but that by 
the middle of September the Bureau 
will know more about what it is fac- 
ing for the coming year. The Bureau 
compiles its statistics each four 
months period and at that time she 
will have a special report available 
to the public. 

In the following statement Miss Cha- 
pin explains the special field of work 
of the Welfare Bureau as the private 
charities organization of the city: 

“Many Newton families are known 
and have been aided both by the 
Newton Welfare Bureau which ex- 
pends privately raised money and also 
by the Department of Public Welfare 
at City Hall which expends tax money 
of the city. What is the difference? 
When should a family receive from 
one and when from the other? Should 
a family be receiving from both at the 
same- time? 

Briefly, a need in a family which is 
caused by a community problem 
should theoretically be met by com- 
munity money. Hence, a community 
employment situation should be met 
by community funds, therefore, a man 
continually out of work for a long 
period receives help from the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare. If however 
he has been out of work a short time 
the Newton Welfare Bureau aids on 
the assumption that he will soon get 
work, — if he does not, the responsibil- 
ity is Transferred. If a man is work- 
ing part time two or three days a 
week receiving $10-15 weekly tho De- 
partment of Public Welfare cannot use 
city taxes, therefore private funds from 
the Newton Welfare Bureau, supple- 
ments the deficit between the income 
and the necessary amount to live on. 

In the cases of aged people who 
have outlived their resources they 
can receive aid from public funds. 
However, in many cases there are rel- 
atives, churches, etc., who are willing 
to aid financially hut cannot give tho 
time to call tho details, so they ask 
the Newton Welfare Bureau to assist 
with their money. 

Families where the father has de- 
serted and successfully disappeared, 
where the father has died or is in a 
hospital for some time or is com- 
pletely unable to work — these long 
time chronic situations are aided by 
public funds." 

Miss Chapin cites the following 
uses illustrative of types which under 
normal conditions are able to support 
themselves, but ure unable to take 
care of severe illness and other emer- 
gencies : 

A child who has just started to work 
develops an acute disease und be- 
comes terribly crippled us to hands, 
feet, and hips; thut he must either 
become a complete cripple or will have 
to go to a hospital every once in a 
while for months at a time at $30-$35 
a week; thut even when he is at home 
he must have muscle training und de- 
velopment severul times a week which 
is expensive. 

A mother of six children develops 
severe sleeping sickness so that a

Says Great Need 
Is For Trained 
Men In Politics 

Wm. A. Riley Also Discusses 
Business Outlook Before 
Newton Kiwanis Club 


Tlie great need in government to- 
day in for trained men, declared Wil- 
liam Arthur Riley, chairman of the 
Boston School Committee, in address- 
ing tlie Newton Kiwanis Club at their 
noon-day luncheon meeting on Mon- 
day. Mr. Riley also in discussing the 
business outlook said that New Eng- 
land must look to her laurels. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

“The phruse ‘New Deal’ will soon 
lie worn out in a national sense by 
tlie successful administration of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, whose platform slo- 
gan has been taken up by State and 
city candidates, but it is a fact that 
there is a ‘New*Deal’ locally as well 
as nationally, both in bnsinesa and in 
politics. 

“In politics the greatest need of the 
day is for a school to train public 
officials. A short course reviewing 
subjects from elementary government 
to tlie present system of taxation 
would he invaluable to those enrolling 
in such a school and would qualify 
them for public office. As it is now, 
many men go into public life from pri- 
vate enterprises and waste the first 
part of their term learning ‘the ropes.’ 
It would amaze many of our citizens 
if they realized how little councillors, 
selectmen and representatives actual- 
ly know about the present tax sys- 
tem and the fundamentals of equal 
taxation. 

“We find everywhere schools of bus- 
iness administration, accountancy and 
salesmanship but where can the pub- 
lic office holder get any form of train- 
ing in the field which he undertakes 
to master? He will come into the ad- 
ministration of public funds with only 
common sense and rule of thumbed 
philosophy to guide him. 

“They say that a statesman looks 
to the next generation while a politi- 
cian looks to the next election. What 
the business man wants today is more 
statesmanship and less politics. Bus 
iness today has to go to the Govern- 
ment for help and it goes voluntarily 
The disposition for help is on the part 
of business and not on the part of 
Government to interfere with busi- 
ness. Naturally then the officeholders 
of the next few years must be quali- 
fied to the highest degree. 

“In business the order has changed 
because it was found that these mon- 
ster corporations und holding com- 
panies which were formed, could eas- 
ily sail along In good times because 
their sales came practically without 
solicitation. The greatest emphasis 
of the past five years is upon the 
part played by executives for admin- 
istrative purposes. Now that hard 
times are upon us. the small busi- 
ness bids fair to put big business 
out of competition because of the 
inequality of overhead expenses. The 
big business which prospered in good 
times is having difficulty under pres- 
ent conditions, whereas the small 
business which was overshadowed in 
the boom period is now eking out an 
existence at least and not showing 
tlie disastrous deficits which big busi- 
ness reports. The ‘New Deal’ in busi- 
ness will he for the decentralization 
so that small and medium sized com- 
panies will again come into their own 
as a fundamental necessity for pros- 
perity. 

"The man of fifty or over is hav- 
ing difficulty holding his job or get- 
ting a new one: those who are be- 
tween thirty and fifty years of age 
were penalized by war service, dur- 
ing which time women came into in- 
dustry and at lower wages did the 
work of those men who went into 
the service; the young men between 
twenty and thirty years of age will 
come into maturity without any more 
preparation for holding public office 
than did their fathers, unless some 
steps are taken in every community 
to properly qualify them for such 
service and to grade their ability. 

"The future of this sectiou of the 
country is very precarious. All of 
the modern trends are not conducive 
to bringing to Boston and its suburbs 
more business. We find the shoe

Martin Mfg. Co. 
Already Under

The Martin Manufacturing Com- 
pany of West Newton, manufacturers 
of novelty lace curtains, is already 
operating under the new code of the 
Industrial Recovery Administration. 
While some confusion still exists re- 
garding the interpretation of certain 
points In the code, hours of labor and 
wages have been brought into con- 
formity with the act. Forty hours of 
labor is the maximum In hours for a 
week’s work aud $13 is the minimum 
wage. All but two of the employees 
receive more than the minimum. 

Mr. George J. Martin, president 
of the Martin Manufacturing Co., 
says that the corporation has ulready 
experienced a decided improvement 
in business and that this iucrease. 
If continued, will soon bring an In- 
crease in the number of employees. 

The Martin Manufacturing Com- 
pany is operating under the special 
code of the Americun Association of 
Novelty Curtain Manufacturers. This 
coda la oloaall allied to that of 
cotton textiles. 


More than 60 residents of New- 
ton Highlands came to Newton City 
Hail on Monday night to protest 
against the petition of the Metro- 
politan Ice Company for a permit to 
legally operate a fuel oil business 
at the former plant of Purity Ice 
Company off Beacon at., Newton 
Highlands, near the intersection of 
Walnut st. There are eight large oil 
tanks on the premises, with a ca- 
pacity of 49,000 gallons. The com- 
pany also wants a permit to keep 
500 gallons of gasoline there In an- 
other tank, for private use. 

The public hearing on the petl-

Aldermen. Allen T. Rogers of Staf- 
ford rd.. Newton Centre, appeared 
as attorney for the petitioners. He 
said the large tanks have been at the 
| property for 8 or 10 years and were 
formerly used to store fuel oil which 
j was used by the Purity Ice Com- 
pany in manufacturing artificial Ice. 
The Metropolitan Ice Company, which 
bought the plant and business of the 
Purity Ice Company, wants to use 
the tanks for the storage of fuel oil. 
The oil will be brought in large tank 
trucks to the place, and then carried 
out in small tank trucks to be re- 
tailed. According to Mr. Rogers, the 
character of the use of the property 
will not be changed and there will 
be no structural changes in the 
building there. He said that Chief 
Randlett of the Newton Fire De- 
partment says the fire hazard will 
not be increased. 

Alderman Bowen asked Mr. Rog- 
ers if it is the intention of the Ice 
j company to discontinue the manu- 
| facture of ice at the Newton High- 
I lands plant. Mr. Rogers answered, 
“No." He said that the sale of ice is 
a seasonal business, and the Met- 
ropolitan Ice Company desires to 
round-out its business by having a 
commodity to sell for which there is 
a demand in the months during 
which there is little sale for ice. 
Therefore, it has gone into the fuel 
oil business. 

Alderman McKay asked Mr. Rogers 
a number of pertinent questions, some 
of which the attorney could not an- 
swer. The Newton Highlands aider- 
man inquired if it had been necessary 
to store 49,000 gallons of oil for the 
operation of the artificial ice plant 
when the Purity Ice Company owned 
the property. * Mr. Rogers replied 
that it had not been necessary, but 
the large storage tanks had been 
installed so that oil could be pur- 
chased at advantageous prices when 
the market was favorable. McKay 
asked regarding the depreciation al- 
lowed in the valuation of the tanks, 
the life of these containers and their 
original costs. The attorney re- 
ferred Mr. McKay’s question to 
Francis H. Williams, former head of 
the Purity Ice Company and now as- 
sociated with the Metropolitan Ice 
Company. Mr. Williams said that the 
big oil tanks were installed during 
the war years to guard against a 
shortage of fuel oil and that they 
cost about $5000. He explained that 
they are of steel construction, em- 
bedded in concrete and show no signs 
of deterioration. Mr. McKay said that 
he has been informed by a reliable 
engineer that the life of the tanks 
is limited, inasmuch as they al- 
ready have been installed about 15 
years. 

Alderman Hutchinson asked as to 
the extent of truck traffic the oil 
plant would cause? Attorney Rogers 
answered that the number of oil 
trucks in the cold months would be 
less than the number of ice trucks 
was in the warm months. He said 
there would be no oil sold at retail 
at the place; it would only be re- 
tailed from trucks owned by the 
company. 

John Finelli, attorney for Mrs. 
Mary Ciecone of 1120 Beacon st,. said 
his client owns property abutting that 
of the ice company and is strongly 
opposed to the petition. Mr. Finelli 
said that as late as two years ago 
the Purity Ice Company petitioned for 
hange of zone at this property, and 
at that time when he. representing 
Mrs. Clccone, inquired for what pur- 
pose the zoue change was desired, the 
petitioners professed not to know. 
"Now," said Mr. Finelli, "we find out 
why they wanted the zone changed." 
He asserted that the big oil tanks 
hud been installed on the premises 
unlawfully. He also asserted that 
fuel oil had been sold from the prem- 
ises illegally during the past two 
years. He stated that the Metropoli- 
tan Ice Company wants to transfer its 
oil distribution plant from Somerville 
to Newton Highlands, which would 
bring it not far from our beautiful 
new city hall and adjoining the new 
Cold Spring playground. He said it 
would create a fire hazard and would 
add greatly to truck traffic. He ar- 
gued thut all tho officers of the Met- 
ropolitan Ice Company are non-resi-

Would Build New Schools, Res- 
ervoir and Incinerator 
Under N. R. A. 


A special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen last night by order of May- 
or Weeks received a message from the 
Mayor In which he recommended that 
the city proceed on public projects 
involving nearly $1,000,000. The financ- 
ing of these projects would be aided 
by funds to be received through allot- 
ments to the city from the Federal 
Government under the national recov- 
ery act. The projects would include 
the doubling in size of the covered wa- 
ter reservoir on top of Waban Hill at 
a cost of $250,000. The reservoir now 
has a capacity of 10,000,000 gallons 
Another project is to erect some- 
where in the city on city owned land, 
an incinerator to cost $200,000. Other 
projects include the erection of a 
grade school on land owned by the 
city near Nevada st. and Linwood ave 
Newtonville, at a cost of $250,000; an 
addition to the Bigelow junior school 
to cost $125,000; an addition to the 
Day junior high school to cost $40,000. 

The incinerator has been talked of 
for more than a score of years. Spe- 
cial committees to study thi3 matter 
were appointed in the past, but noth- 
ing definite done. When proposals 
were made to locate the rubbish burn- 
er in certain parts of the city, objec- 
tions at once arose from the locations 
which would be affected. The addition 
to the Bigelow School would give New- 
ton Corner junior high school facili- 
ties which it was promised years ago 
and never received. 

Other matters on which action was 
taken at the meeting included an ap- 
propriation of $6400 for a new fire 
truck (combination pump and hose) to 
replace Hose 8 at Nonantum: granting 
a common victualler license to Michael 
Farina on Watertown st., Nonantum; 
extending the permit of the Woodland 
Sand & Gravel Company on Washing- 
ton st.. Lower Falls, for 6 months. The 
fire truck at Nonantum has been long 
sought for by Chief Randlett. Farina's 
license was granted after the appli- 
cant had a stormy session with the 
Licenses Committee. In extending the 
permit to the gravel company, Al- 
derman Gordon again stated that a 
screen of trees will be planted along 
Washington st. by the owners of the 
pit. This promise was made over a 
year ago, but was not fulfilled. Gor- 
don and City Engineer Morse stated 
that the company has complied with 
the agreement to make a specified re- 
fill in the deep pit near Beacon st. ex- 
tension and that a further fill will be 
made.

dents of Newton and only want to 
come in here to exploit the city. 

Alderman Holden asked Attorney 
Rogers if oil has not been sold at the 
place without a permit. Rogers an- 
swered that oil had been sold because 
of a misunderstanding, hut the com- 
pany officials stopped the sales after 
they had been told of complaints. An- 
swering questions by Alderman Cro- 
nin, Mr. Rogers said he has been an 
attorney for the ice company since 
1924, a resident of this city for 4 
years, and that the fuel oil will be 
conveyed to the plant in large tank 
trucks and distributed from there in 
smaller tank trucks. He stated that 
the same truck chassis used for the 
ice wagons in the summer months 
might be used for oil tanks in the 
cold months. 

Alderman Temperley commented 
that Mr. Rogers, being a new resi- 
dent. must have moved to Newton 
because of the beauty of this city. 
He said that Rogers, apparently is 
not well acquainted with Newton’s 
zoning ordinance, und that attempts 
have been made in recent years to 
have the ice company property 
changed from residence to business 
zone. Temperley called attention to 
the large sums of money the city has 
expended the past couple of years in 
developing the Cold Spring play- 
ground. w'hich adjoins the ice com- 
pany property. Mr. Rogers said there 
will be no unpleasant odors from the 
oil storage plant. 

Francis H. Williams of Newton Cen 
tre. speaking in favor of the petition, 
said that probably no other man in 
Newton is better ttcquulntod with Cold 
Spring swamp than is he, and this 
swamp cannot be used for residential 
purposes. He said the Metropolitan 
Ice Company has no idea of enlarging 
the plunt and no oil distillery will be 
installed there, as has been rumored 
He admitted that fuel oil bad been 
sold at retail from the ilfoperty up to

last October, but said none has been 
sold since that month. 

James Kingman of Newton High 
lands, member of the Newton Plan- 
ning Board, speaking as an individual 
citizen, displayed a map showing the 
location of the proposed oil dlstribu 
tlon plant and the new playground 
only 850 feet distant, and the new 
drainage ditch which was lately dug 
to drain the swamp at a cost to the 
city of $16,000. Mr. Kingman said 
that when he came to Newton High- 
lands to reside, persons said that the 
territory abutting the swamp would 
never be developed for residential pur- 
poses. But, in recent years several 
streets have been developed in this 
area and 86 houses erected along 
them. These houses are assessed at 
present $407,000, but they cost much 
more to build. The swamp section will 
be drained in the near future and 
many houses will be erected in this 
section unless its development is pre 
vented by the granting of the permit 
which would establish an oil plant 
nearby. Mr. King presented a 
petition against the granting of such 
a permit. This petition is signed by 
70 residents of Newton Highlands, liv 
ing in the area which would be af- 
fected. When Mr. Kingman conclud- 
ed. President Collins of the Aldermen 
asked those in the hall who objected to 
a permit being granted for the use of 
the property as an oil distributing 
plant to rise. More than 50 persons 
stood up to evidence their objections. 

William F. Pillion of Duncklee st. 
Newton Highlands, speaking for his 
father who owns property adjoining 
Cold Spring swamp, registered a vig- 
orous protest against the proposed oil 
yard. He said that citizens all over 
Newton have been paying for the ex- 
pense of developing Cold Spring 
swamp, which has now been so im- 
proved that it is called Cold Spring 
Fen. “Now,” said Mr. Pillion, “these 
outsiders come into Newton with a 
plan just to make money.” He as- 
serted that the fuel oil business Is ; 
just started and if the Metropolitan 
Ice Company will be given a permit 
to establish a distribution plant at 
Newton Highlands, soon there will be 
a flock of big tank trucks travelling 
to and fro from this plant to surround- 
ing cities and towns. He asked — 
“Why should we be the goats?” He 
concluded by saying that if the permit 1 
is granted, the area near Beacon st. 
and the territory near the Cold Spring j 
fen district at Newton Highlands will ; 
be ruined for residential purposes. i 

Mrs. Walker, president of the Wom- 
an's Club of Newton Highlands said] 
that this club has 400 members. She 
said that the executive committee of, 
the club Is strongly opposed to a per - \ 
mit being granted for the use of the 
ice company property as an oil stor- 
age plant. Alderman McKay inquired 
of Mr. Williams as to the area of the 
property owned at Newton Highlands 
by the ice company. He was told that 
the property Includes 15 acres of land. 
Mr. McKay’s question brought out the 
fact that If the ice company is given 
a permit to establish an oil distribu- 
tion plant at Newton Highlands, it 
owns plenty of land to eventually en- 
large this business.

302 Watertown st., Nonan- 
tum; John Purcell for a permit to 
prect a 2-car garage In addition to 
the present 1-car garage at 35 James 
st.. West Newton; Colonial Gasoline 
Company for a permit to erect an i 
office building at the filling station, : 
2246 Commonw’enlth ave. No opposi- j 
tlon developed against the first two 
of these petitions. An owner of abut- 
ting property sent a written protest 
ngalnst the Purcell petition. A repre- 
sentative of the Coloninl Oil Com- 
pany Informed the Aldermen that the 
company desired to withdraw Its pe- 
tition.

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TWO POINTS OF VIEW 

Considerable publicity was given this week to the inter- 
change of views of Secretary of the Interior Ickes and Governor 
Ely over the handling of distribution of Federal Funds and 
loans for public works projects of cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts. The issue represents two separate views in which 
both officials are justified in theft* stand. The Federal pro- 
cedure is planned for the nation as a whole and is intended 
to permit the cities and towns to deal directly with the gov- 
ernment without interference or infringement by the State, 
subject to the approval of the State Board appointed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and also to the higher officials in Washington. 

Massachusetts, however, has adopted state legislation which 
requires that the Emergency Finance Board, set up early in 
the year for the purpose of aiding the various municipalities to 
proceed along sound financial lines, also approve the local 
public works projects. This feature of linking the board up 
with the N. R. A. was designed in order to protect the financial 
integrity of the municipalities, to prevent the impairment of 
the credit of the State itself, and to protect the taxpayer whc 
ultimately will be called upon to foot the bill. 

The plan adopted by the legislature deals with two separate 
situations. There is an Emergency Public Works Commission 
which will deal with purely State projects in which the Fed- 
eral government will participate under the N. R. A. The sec- 
ond situation is that affecting cities and towns and which is 
the subject of the controversy as stated. The State deemed 
it advisable to have these local projects sent to the Emergency 
Finance Board for approval before being submitted to the 
President’s State Board. It is possible that when Federal 
officials in Washington are fully informed as to the situation 
here that an understanding as to the program to be followed 
will be speedily reached. 


FORTY YEARS OF HUMANITARIAN SERVICE 

On the first of August 1893 Dr. Francis G. Curtis became 
chairman of the Newton Board of Health upon the appoint- 
ment of Mayor Fenno. For the past forty years Dr. Curtis has 
given the city valued service. While other public officials 
have also served the city for many years none has served in 
the same position throughout the entire period as Dr. Curtis 
has, which is a unique aspect of his service. Dr. Curtis has 
originated many ideas of health regulation which have been 
adopted by other municipalities. He has seen many changes 
and improvements made in the control and elimination of 
common diseases which formerly resulted in epidemics that 
were a menace to the community and the dread of all. 

For many years Newton has enjoyed a high standing in its 
health work,' much of which is due to the resourcefulness, 
sagacity and wisdom of its veteran Health Board chairman. 
We congratulate Dr. Curtis on the completion of four decades 
of service and trust that he may continue in his present duties 
for a long time to come. His has been a real humanitarian 
service.

housekeeper must be put into the 
home. 

A mother of nine children becomes 
blind nnd some plan must be made for 
the care of the family. 

The father of eight children works 
four days a week but the Income Is 
not enough to buy an adequate diet 
for the eight children so that rick- 
ets develop In several of them and in 
one very seriously so that it is essen- 
tial that the right diet be put into the 
family Immediately. 

A father dies when a daughter Is a 
senior In the Newton High School and 
an honor pupil nnd although the re- 
maining Income is enough to live on 
but not enough to allow the girl to 
finish the course. 

A child develops infnntile paralysis 
nnd needs frequent, regular muscle 
training In a Boston hospital or must 
remain handicapped for life, but due 
to a serious illness of the mother she 
cannot take the child to the clinic nnd 
therefore the child has not had the 
treatment for several months until 
the Newton Welfare Bureau arranges 
to have her taken. 

The Bureau has made moderate 
loans to the aged which have, tem- 
porarily at least, helped them to save 
the homes which represent all that is 
left of their life savings. This could 
not be done through the city Welfare 
Department, because the beneficiaries 
are considered to still have an equity 
in these homes. It is hoped that 
many of these families can now be as- 
sisted by the Federal Home Loan 
Board and that the families may be 
saved from the city poor farm. 

The city of Newton has reason to 
take pride in the fact that its private 
as well as public, relief work is being 
conducted in a merciful manner, and 
also in the fact that its white collar 
class and its unemployed are more 
generously cared for than is the case 
in many less fortunate communities.

Because the landlord of the house 
where they live had not paid the wa- 
ter bill due on the place, the Newton 
Water Department last week shut off 
the water at 17 Milton avenue. West 
Newton, and during the terrific hot 
spell the family of Thomas Clark, in- 
cluding three small children, were de- 
prived of water in their home.

Ellis explained that as the 
matter is not a charity case, the ac- 
tion had to be taken. According to 
information given out at the owner’s 
home an attachment placed on the 
house prevented him from collecting 
rent there and he had no money with 
which to pay the water bill. 

Agent Perine of the Newton Board 
of Health ordered LeBlanc to pay the 
bill and provide his tenant with wa- 
ter, or court action would be resorted 
to. 


Hold Conference 
About Dye House 


A conference was held on Wednes- 
day between Leon Rubenstein. presi- 
dent of the Security Mills at Newton- 
ville, Mayor Weeks, Dr. Curtis of the 
Board of Health and Building Com- 
missioner Hageman. The mill prop- 
erty is located on Monroe st., near 
the Cabot Park playground and not 
far from the Cabot School. For some- 
time residents In the district have 
been complaining of strong, disagree- 
able odors from the dye house at the 
mill. The owners of the mill recent- 
ly applied for a permit to build an 
additional wing at the plant and then 
the objections against the alleged 
nuisance at the place became more 
pronounced. 

Mr. Rubenstein agreed to attempt 
to end the odors alleged to waft from 
the dye house.

Laws Are Not at Fault; 

Some Officials Inefficient 

To assert that the evils nnd failures 
of enforcement cannot be remedied by 
remaking the law Is one thing. To 
say how they can be corrected is quite 
another. There Is no simple cure, 
writes John Barker in the Atlantic 
Monthly. 

Suffice It to suggest here that the 
end will eventually be attained only 
through developing, sometimes by Indi- 
rection, the character of the law’s 
agents. The efficiency of the police 
will be Improved by better pay and 
longer tenure of office. Prosecuting 
attorneys may be taken out of politics. 
More important than all else, the Ju- 
diciary will have to be developed In 
strength and independence. 

But, whatever the means evolved, 
one thing can be dogmatically assert- 
ed now. Able men can tnnke deficient 
law effective; but the best law cannot 
make Incompetent men efficient. And 
the enforcement of law will never be 
greatly Improved until the public 
comes to think of enforcement as a 
matter of men, rnther than ns a mat- 
ter of rules. 


More Young Persons Wed, 

According to Committee 

The proportion of married people 
In the United States has constantly 
Increased In the last 40 years. 

The proportion of bachelors chiefly 
affects those under thirty-five, nnd is 
“especially marked at the nges most 
Important from the standpoint of fer- 
fility — from twenty to twenty-nine 
years of age." 

The sexes have followed the same 
trend up to thirty five years, hut among 
men the proportion married between 
thirty-five and forty-four has remained 

practically stationary since 
Above forty-five there lias been a net 
decline In the proportion of men mar- 
ried ut each age, although the decline 
hns not been steudy In all cases. 

Among women, on the other hand, 
the proportion ninrrled has continued 
to rise at all ages up to sixty-five. 
From there on there has been a slight 
falling off. 

These are outstanding discoveries 
of a subcommittee of a national re- 
search committee on social trends.

Diagnosed His Own Case 

and Died as Predicted 

Very few of us would go to any 
particular trouble to hear a sentence 
of death pronounced upon us, but that 
Is exactly what a medical professor at 
Budnpest did, says a writer In Path 
finder Magnzine. Confronted with dis- 
quieting symptoms, including a pain 
In the chest, he had his suspicions, but 
his collengues would tell him nothing 
except that he was "all right.” 

Finally he wrote to a Vienna con- 
sultant. with whom he had corre- 
sponded but hnd never seen, telling 
him that he had a patient in whom he 
suspected cancer of the chest, and re- 
quested a verification of diagnosis. 
Then getting on the train, he present- 
ed himself as that patient. The Vienna 
doctor looked him over, told him he 
was getting along nicely, nnd sent him 
home. Then he wrote a letter to the 
Budapest professor, confirming his 
own diagnosis and saying the "pa- 
tient" hnd but two weeks to live. The 
professor, who had lived a very se 
eluded life, withdrew his savings and 
mnde whoopee the rest of his life, 
which lasted only a few days over the 
allotted two weeks. 


10,000 Copies the First Week 

When "Uncle Tom’s Cabin" was first 
printed in book form it sold 10,000 
copies the first week and 800,000 in 
the first year. Hulf u million copies 
had been distributed in the United 
States alone in .ts first five years and 
It has been translated into more than 
a score of foreign languages and dia- 
lects. It is estimated that the en- 
tire sale of the book in the years 
since It was written have exceeded 
12,000,000, about 7,000,000 of which 
never paid any royalties to the au- 
thor, being sold in foreign countries 
before the establishment of interna- 
tional copyright law. The copyright, 
under the then existing statute, ex- 
pired a few years previous to the au- 
thor’s deuth in the late eighties.

"Another indication that general 
business conditions are improving all 
along the line Is the report of renewed 
buying of automotive equipment by 
state and city governments,” Newton 
Motors, Inc., local Studebaker dealer, 
said this week.

City's Well-Being First 

in Hearts of Athenians 

It was because Fifth century Athens 
was a city-state in whose beautifica- 
tion all her citizens shared, that she 
was greater In her creative achieve- 
ments than the Italy that fell direct 
heir to her cultural treasures. In that 
first democracy men of ability vied In 
serving a civic Uleal not for their 
own enrichment, but for the city’s 
greater glory. So the rich Athenian 
esteemed It an honor to finance the 
production of plays and public fes- 
tivals shared In by nil ; so the thea- 
ters were made free to all citizens; 
so civic tasks were shared around 
among the whole electorate. For 
the pattern which Athens set for the 
world In democracy was of a society 
founded upon the well-being of the 
citizens as a whole, not of a society 
conducted In theory for the public 
and In reality for the hoary confed- 
eration of special Interests. That Is 
why an ideal of beauty in life per- 
meated Hellas from architecture to 
sports, from public festivals to philos- 
ophy. — “Uncle Dudley,” In the Bos- 
ton Globe. 


Original American Foods 

There has been much controversy 
concerning the foods originally found 
In the Americas. It Is generally agreed 
that In North America were tobacco, 
maize, a certain type of pear nnd a 
small variety of tomato. In Central 
America and the Islands the early ex- 
plorers also found tobacco Jtnd toma- 
toes. In South America, particularly 
Brazil, wild potatoes were found in 
abundance, so much so that in about 
1S-10 It was necessary to Import thou- 
sands of these native plants to de- 
velop tn order to save the potato crop 
of the world. It was originally thought 
that Imimnns were first found in Cen- 
tral and South America and the is- 
lands, but later this theory was the 
subject of much debate, and it is gen- 
erally believed today that while bana- 
nas were originally In that section of 
the world, they were also found in 
tropical sections of the eastern hem- 
isphere at the same time. 


World-Famous Cheese 

For the past 800 years Roquefort, 
France, has been the home of the 
cheese that hears Its name. The In- 
dividual flavor of this cheese is pro- 
duced by a particular bacteria work- 
ing on the cheese, supplied by the 
natural caves In which the cheese is 
made. It is made from the tailk of 
sheep which feed on herbs growing 
only in the rockiest places. 

After the cheese Is made It Is 
sprinkled with specially prepared 
bread crumbs. In about six weeks a 
green mold appears. At this time the 
workers pierce the cheese through 
and through with a machine contain- 
ing fine noodles. This encournges 
the bacteria to penetrate Into the 
heart of the cheese. 


Goethe’s Joy in Life 

Goethe lived Joyously for those 
things which gave him delight; fresh 
air, country exercises, the best in lit- 
erature und art, the theater, and the 
performance .7f his manifold duties. 
He lived for Lite moment and thought 
for eternity. Art nnd literature, for 
him, had to he positive; the product 
either of joy or of a need to purge 
sorrow. Negutlveuess, the besetting 
sin of our uge, he condemned. "Neg- 
ativeness Is nothing,” wus one of his 
sayings, which have come down to us, 
hut it is an axiom we secin to have 
forgotten, particularly In literature.— 
London Saturday Review. 


Kipling's “Recessional" 

Honoring Queen Victoria 

Kipling’s “Recessional” was first 
published In the London Times of Jnly 
17, 1897. The occasion which brought 
It out was the diamond Jubilee com- 
memorating the sixtieth anniversary of 
the coronation of Queen Victoria. 

“The celebrntlng was most magnifi- 
cent in splendor and extravagant In 
expense," writes Wnltman Barbe In 
“Famous Poems Explained.” "Rejoic- 
ing In the worldly pride and power of 
Britain on land and sea was the chief 
characteristic of the event, and for the 
time being any higher power seemed 
to be forgotten. 

“At the close of the celebration Rud- 
yard Kipling published the Recessional, 
and It had wonderful effect In sober- 
ing the nntion nnd bringing the more 
thoughtful persons to a true concep- 
tion of national and personal respon- 
sibility. 

“It was read from a multitude of 
pulpits, nnd soon everybody was re- 
penting It. No other poem of our time 
has had such Immediate or such deep 
Influence. It Is doubtless the greatest 
hymn of this generation. 

“The title Is fitting. The reces- 
sional hymn Is the hymn sung after 
the service ns the singers return In 
procession to the robing room; nnd 
Mr. Kipling’s poem was written to be 
rend after the celebration.” 


Balaa Wood 

Most bal.su wood, now used exten- 
sively In model airplane making, 
conies from the forests of Ecuador, 
points out "Popular Aviation.” Bulaa 
Is u Spanish word meaning raft, and 
in some parts of South America the 
balsa raft is the only means for trans- 
porting freight. Ten foot hnlsu poles 
are fastened together with long pegs 
made of palm wood, which give the 
ruft flexibility. Besides being used 
in model airplanes, balsa Is used for 
Insulating refrigerators and for puck 
ing pianos and fine furniture. 


Music Revives Memories 

of Places or Incidents 

A very great part of the pleasure 
people tnke In music comes from the 
nssocintions It revives, says n writer 
In Harper’s Magazine. These may fol- 
low one another ns continuously as 
the flow of music Itself, never, per- 
haps, taking full possession of our con- 
sciousness, hut stirring within us. 

What nwukens then)? Where do 
they come from? A few notes that re- 
call an old song, not all the melody, 
but Its spirit and the feel of the place 
and the years where it was sung. Or 
It may he a certain bent In the music 
that you would swear now tills your 
ears, nnd yet nt the same time rouses 
within you a movement from else- 
where, a swing of the arm you hnve 
known, a remembered tread, the grace 
of the dance, or the march of soldiers. 

Tiie reverie may he vngue to the 
point of unconsciousness, yet It goes 
on. Glance at the faces about you 
while listening to music. On most of 
them, even on those whose attention 
looks most pointed, you will see the 
haze of a dream.

A conducted tour 
Is one arranged In advance by n tour 
company, with a set Itinerary and the 
traveler Is under the guidance of a 
tour manager who attends to all de 
tails, such us transfer of baggage, 
hotel reservations, sightseeing, etc., 
thus saving the traveler every possl 
hie Inconvenience. For a person who 
has previously been to Europe the 
Independent arrangements nre usually 
more satisfactory and arrangements 
are made by a tour company for 
steamship reservations and all hotel 
and sightseeing arrangements on the 
other side. The traveler Is usually 
met at all stations nnd transferred to 
the hotel and coupons ure Issued for 
each excursion, hotel reservations, and 
he pays for ull arrangements before 
he leaves the United States. The Itiner- 
ary is elastic und cun he changed en 
route, by dealing with the tourist com- 
pany through whom arrangements 
were completed.

Bone-Setters Honored 

by Surgeons of Note 

The practice of manipulative sur- 
gery, as bone-setting is now called, 
was known to the ancients. An in- 
teresting treatise on dislocation was 
written by no less a doctor than 
Hippocrates. There are said to have 
been successful bone-setters under 
the Roman Republic. Conservative 
surgery owes bone-setters a past debt. 
When it was beginning to establish It- 
self they were the only orthopedic sur- 
geons. Apparently they were recog- 
nized ns legitimate exponents of their 
branch of therapeutics. William Clies- 
elden, a noted surgeon of the middle 
of the Eighteenth century, sent frac- 
tures to the bone-setters, admitting 
that they were more competent thun 
he to treat them. 

A century Inter Sir James Paget 
urged his professional brethren, 
through the British Medical Journal, 
to “learn what was good In the 
methods of the hone-setter and eschew 
what was harmful.” Still later, Whar- 
ton Hood, another English doctor, who 
greatly admired Robert Hutton, a 
bone-setter, studied the latter’s meth- 
ods and after Hutton’s death de- 
scribed them in the Lancet. The 
present should not forget what It owes 
to the past. The foundation of the 
modern science of surgery contains 
many crude stones. — Detroit Free 
Press. 


Who the Jayhawkera Were 

The name “Jayhawker” originated 
In Kansas during the contest over 
slavery Just before the Civil war. 
Bands of slavery men and free soli 
men ravuged farms, drove away horses 
and curried on a guerrilla war. The 
free-soil men culled the slavery men 
border ruffians, while the slavery men 
in turn called the free-soil men Jay- 
hawkers. The most probable deriva- 
tion of the latter word is from jay- 
liawk, u fierce bird of prey, which It 
is suid kills other creatures for the 
mere love of killing. The people of 
Kansas have been humorously niek- 
numed Jay hawkers and Kansas is 
sometimes called the Jayhawk state.

Many and Curious Are 

Oddities Found in Cuba 

In Culm there Is a species of the 
honey bee that has no sting and, on 
account of the mild climate, works the 
entire year. But there Is a flying ant 
there that more than makes up for it. 
“This Insect,” reports one who knows, 
“has n lmhlt of getting down your 
back or front and will puncture your 
hide at the rate of ten times a second 
before you can crush It.

Ambitious Projects for 

Harnessing Sun’s Rays 

Inventions for obtaining power to op- 
erate machinery from the heat of the 
sun’s rays have often been patented, 
but most of them have contained two 
fatal defects. First of all, the appli- 
ances lmd to he so Inrge thnt they 
were utterly unwieldy; nlso they cost 
so much that power obtained In this 
wny did not pay : It was cheaper to 
use electricity or steam. 

Important experimental work Is be- 
ing carried out In Canada, Holland, 
and Germany to see whether it is pos- 
sible to use the sun’s heat economi- 
cally for supplying power. The first ex- 
periments are to see whether smtshlne 
can be “bottled.’’ That is, enn enough 
power be collected from the sun during 
the day to provide light during the 
night? 

Heat rays can he concentrated by 
means of mirrors and lenses; the pres- 
ent scheme Is to collect them by means 
of large white surfaces and to direct 
them upon boilers, in which they will 
generate steam. The steam will he 
used to operate dynamos, and the elec- 
tricity made will he stored in batter- 
ies. 


Famous “Sowbelly” Dinners 

It has been the custom for n great 
many years for the Colorado Mining 
association nnd the Colorado Chapter 
of the American Mining Congress to 
hold a Joint convention In January. 
The final function of the convention is 
usually the sowbelly dinner. It usual- 
ly furnishes the fun of the conven- 
tion. Every year there Is a new com- 
mittee of arrangements, which tries 
to outdo Its predecessor In planning 
out unusual stunts. The menu of the 
sowbelly dinner consists primarily of 
sowbelly nnd beans, old Cornish pas- 
try nnd those things usually prepared 
by the early prospectors ns their reg- 
ular menu. Sometimes tin plntes and 
cups nre used Instead of dishes. The 
main dining room Is decorated nnd 
lighted In primitive manner. These 
sowbelly dinners are always well at- 
tended. 


Early Englanders 

Blackened bones of a woman and 
her child have been found in a pre- 
historic crematorium on the Surrey 
Downs. Excavations at Burrows 
Cross, nenr Peaslake, have revealed 
two trenches 20 feet long, 4 feet wide, 
and 4 feet deep, walled with big stones. 
Bodies were cremated in the trenches, 
and sealed down by another layer of 
stones, on which other cremations took 
place. At one end of the trench half- 
cremated bones were found; all the 
others must have been completely de- 
stroyed, for the heat was so terrific 
that masses of charcoal and big sand- 
stones, burnt right through, can still 
be seen. Experts who have examined 
the trenches suggest that they may 
have been used by Neolithic people 
who roamed the Downs about 7000 
B. O. 


Proper Display of Flag 

The flag code as adopted by the na- 
tional flag conference, Washington, 
provides as follows: When the flag 
is displayed In a manner other than 
by being flown from a staff, It should 
be displayed flat, whether Indoors or 
out. When displayed either horizon- 
tally or vertically against a wall the 
Union should he uppermost and to the 
flag’s own right, l e., to the observer’s 
left. When displayed In a window it 
should he displayed the same way — 
that Is, with the Union, or blue field, 
to the left of the observer In the street. 
When festoons, rosettes, or drapings 
are desired, bunting of blue, white and 
red should be used, but never the Hug.

business gone West, the wool busi- 
ness gone South nnd the new Indus 
tries located elsewhere. The groat 
boom thnt came with tho Gold Rush 
of '49 carried people westward. The 
developments of the automobile crea- 
ted big centers in the middle West. 
The motion picture industry settled 
in California with New York as a 
distributing point. Tho electric in- 
ventions since the time of the elec- 
tric light bulb have all come through 
the research laboratories of the great 
monopolies and public service con- 
corns. None of these are found in 
this section of the country; unless 
a new business is found the trend will 
he outwards from Boston and vicinity, 
and the only business which will sur- 
vive will he service companies which 
cater to the fundamental needs of 
man. The only outlet to the West 
along tho Atlantic seaboard is the 
valley which leads into New York 
City unless transportation of freight 

"Boston cannot increase in size as 
a manufacturing center. Its distribu- 
tion must of necessity go West be- 
cause our exports have fallen off so 
much since the War and it is faced 
with a harrier of Bills and mountains 
at the outskirts of the State. Mind- 
ful of these things it is extremely 
necessary for the man of business 
and public life to carry on his affairs 
with the traditional New England con- 
servatism. I venture to say that 
there is no large business In New 
England which does not have a head- 
quarters in New York City, and tho 
significance of that fact illustrates 
what I am trying to point out hero. 
We cannot afford to he extravagant in 
government locally, nor can we af- 
ford to he wasteful in our business 
functions if we nre to maintain our 
present plnce of importance in the 
affairs of the country. 

"President Roosevelt’s Brain Trust 
is a living tribute to education and 
to schools. The college professors 
summoned into national affairs point 
out that there is need for fundamental 
training in economics for the admin 
istration of public affairs. This fact 
strengthens my argument that 
need a school for those who are go- 
ing to take their place in public life. 

“Now, what about the cultural 
things? We have always been proud 
of the fact that in letters and in art 
this section of the country was a 
pioneer, yet the last fifty years has 
produced no successor to Hawthorne, 
Emerson, Longfellow or Lowell. The 
greatest museums of the country will 
be found elsewhere, although our own 
Boston Art Museum and Boston Pub- 
lic Library still have some standing 
in certain fields so we cannot look 
there for any compensation to soothe 
our knowledge that this section must 
fight to retain business here. They 
tell us that this section of the coun- 
try fared best of all during the de- 
pression nnd you and I know the suf- 
fering which has been experienced 
hereabouts, so it is natural to assume 
we do not want a duplication of such 
things in the near future. 

"The other sections of the coun- 
try were victims of overgrowth and 
have now learned their lesson and 
will not make the same mistakes in 
the future. The conservatism which 
comes with age will ho found in all 
parts of this country during the com- 
ing generation. I point out these 
things merely to indicate in this part 
of my speech exactly how deep rooted 
and far reaching are the elements un- 
derlying our present position in busi- 
ness and in government.”

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New By-Pass 
Through Newton 
Contemplated 

Would Relieve Congestion on 
Route 20, Waltham and 
Watertown 


Pursuant to a resolution passed by 
the last General Court, the engineer- 
ing division of the State Department 
of Public Works is making n study of 
the feasibility of a by-pass through 
Newton for the purpose of relieving 
the congestion on Route 20, the main 
thoroughfare through Waltham and 
Watertown. Mr. Pillsbury. chief of 
the engineering force which has the 
work In hand, wishes it understood 
that tlie plans have not as yet 
reached even the tentative stage. 

The legislative resolution calls for 
the opinion of the State Department 
of Public Works regarding the desir- 
ability of such a by-pass. It would 
continue Nonantum st. from Maple in 
Newton over Water st.. across Galen 
to Watertown and over California st. 
to Bridge st. At this point the route 
would leave old construction and fol- 
low the south hank of the Charles 
River to Newton st., where It would 
cross the river and pass through the 
yards of the Waltham RJeachery and 
Dye Works, along the north hank be- 
tween the Boston Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s plant and the river, then 
across Moody st. and on to the west- 
ern limits of Waltham where it 
would drain Boston bound traffic from 
the main highways. 

Mr. Pillsbury explained to the 
GRAPHIC reporter some of the dif- 
ficulties which must be solved if the 
project Is to he carried out. The first 
of these concern taking the route 
across Galen st. In order to provide 
a straight crossing, either a section 
of the present Boston Elevated yards 
on Galen st. must he acquired or the 
valuable property on the north side 
of Galen st. where the Watertown 
Theatre now stands. The property on 
the south side of Water st. Is not so 
valuable as to present a serious prob- 
lem, hut the rest of the land would 
run into money. 

The crossing of Galen st. is not 
merely a question of a straight 
course, but It is also a matter of 
an overpass with the necessary side 
approaches, if left hand turns are to 
be avoided. Such a solution would 
thus mean the cost of quite a hit of 
valuable land for these side approach- 
es as well as for the overpass. 

Another serious problem is the 
crossing of Moody st. in Waltham. 
The- rsfcd- cou l d - no t l » e - u/.t-tm -under 
Moody st. at its present level be- 
cause the track would be below wa- 
ter level. Another factor which must 
he considered is what the Boston 
and Maine railroad intends to do 
about the present grade crossing at 
Moody st. 

Takings have already been made, 
or easements secured, for a large part 
of the area affected in Watertown, 
but the acquisition by the State in 
Waltham of most of the property af- 
fected Is still to be accomplished. 

The plan is based in large part 
on a survey made some time ago by 
the Metropolitan Planning Division. 

The study will be completed and 
recommendations submitted to the 
next legislature in January, 1931. 

The project does not seriously con- 
cern the city of Newton, at least as 
yet. The land to he taken in Newton 
is sparsely developed and the plans 
do not take into consideration the 
relief of the bottle neck at Newton 
Corner by providing a direct and ade- 
quate connection between the Cor- 
ner and Nonantum st.

Newton Business 
Men Discuss NR A 
Codes At Meeting 

Over 200 Gather At Elks Hall 
Last Night 


At Elks’ Hall, Newton last night 
over 200 Newton business men gath- 
ered to listen to explanations on N. R. 
A. codes and discuss the same. The 
meeting was under the auspices of 
the Newton Business Associates and 
Wilfred Chugnon, president of tho or- 
ganization presided. The speakers 
wore Frank Foy of Quincy, an official 
of the Retail Grocers Association, and 
A. E. Casgrain of the Watertown 
Chamber of Commerce, who told of 
action taken by the businessmen of 
that town. Mr. Foy and Mr. Casgrain 
explained many phases of the codes 
and the former exhorted those pres- 
ent to co-operate in their vurious lines 
of business. One result of the meet- 
ing was u preliminary organizing of 
111 d owners of grocery stores and mar- 
kill In Newton and tin* determining 
of a dute of unother meeting by this 
group. 


Mr. Martin Adamo, President of 
the Massachusetts Pharmaceutical 
Association, was the speaker at the 
noonday luncheon of the Newton Ki- 
wanis Club at Charles River Country 
Club. He said In part; 

“A drug store Is many things — 
which I propose to show you. But 
first of all It is a quick and efficient 
answer to any emergency. There 
has without doubt been a time In all 
your lives when an accident or mis- 
hap has occurred. However slight or 
however serious, hours of pain und 
anguish can he avoided by resorting 
to the drug store. Your child, your 
wife, or some other member of your 
family suffer a burn, a bruise or a 
Hevere cut. We have all learned that 
It’s better to he prepared for such 
disagreeable misfortunes *— ■ and the 
place to prepare is the drug store. 
Each and every such emergency can 
be remedied there — usually within 
a few moments of the scene of the 
disaster. 

"It’s to the drug store you turn 
for smoking appliances, cigarettes, 
cosmetics, fountain drinks, first aid 
kits, information regarding hospitals 
and doctors. In fact we’ve developed 
in our business as fine a group of 
philosophers and advisers as you’ll 
find anywhere. It sometimes seems 
to me the one business field where 
we keep our fingers on the pulse of 
family life — and I can assure you 
that whatever tho task, and whatever 
the problem — the druggist In your 
neighborhood or in your office build- 
ing has met it before and in his 
humble capacity helped to solve It. 

"There is no other type of retail 
store which offers the sales outlet 
for such a diversity of manufactured 
articles. There are over 60,000 drug 
stores throughout the United States, 
employing over 250,000 people. That 
means a tremendous volume of busi- 
ness — and It means thousands of 
jobs in every trade, as a result of 
the many demands made for a vast 
variety of products. 

"There’s an ethical side to the drug 
store, too, — and right there is where 
we have to get into polysyllables and 
call It a pharmacy. We feel that 
pharmacy is more than a trade, more 
than an art, more than a profession. 
It’s n combination of all three — and 
it involves the almost daily applica- 
tion of physics, chemistry, botany, 
biology and psychology. 

“These are crucial days for the 
druggists of the country. They have 
been and perhaps still are for all of 
us. But in addition to the slackening 
of business which has resulted from 
the world wide depression, many of 
them linve been forced to the heart- 
breaking conclusion that old loyalties 
have been forgotten — and that many 
of their customers have been lured 
away to deal with cut-throat artists, 
cut price and sweat shops where 
shoddy merchandise and cheap sub- 
stitutes supplant honest and honor- 
able business methods. I can speak 
very bluntly about that, gentlemen, 
but it is close to the heart. I feel 
that the independent drug store pro- 
prietor is probably one of the hard- 
est working and most conscientious 
of all our retail merchants, and I 
certainly rebel at the underhanded, 
unfair, inhuman competition which 
in a great many cases has robbed 
him of his livelihood. 

“A healthy competition is the life 
of the drug trade, hut unhappily, our 
competition in recent years has taken 
on a sinister cast. Unscrupulous mer- 
chants are trying to draw away the 
druggists’ customers by carrying 
their lines at cheap cut prices. It Is 
these cut prices. From these shoddy 
shops, where a living wage has never 
been thought of, where products 
from dubious sources are bootlegged 
and sold under the fair market, you 
can’t get the sympathetic and friend- 
ly service, the thoughtful considera- 
tion. the fair and square deal you 
get from your independent druggists. 

"The cut price epidemic is the can- 
cer at the root or our troubles. It 
has Impaired our sense of quality, 
while we concentrate on price. It has 
threatened the very existence of the 
merchant of high ideals, the mun 
who has a sense of loyulty to cus- 
tomers whose continued patronage he 
wishes to deserve. President Roose- 
velt, in a recent national discourse, 
ably and forcibly emphasized these 
important words, ‘Cut throat compe- 
tition must stop, and I shall see to 
it that it will stop.’ Legislation has 
been Introduced to help curb the 
evil hut no legislation can bring 
hack the anxiety and worry that has 
eomo to those unwise, unhappy bar- 
gain hunters who have fallen for tho 
appeal of a cheap price alone. 

“I feel that organization among 
merchants and other business men 
will help pave the way for corrective 
legislation. Wo have overcome many 
gruve difficulties, and we’ll jump tho 
hurdles on this one, too. 

"The President has asked the vari- 
ous industries to submit their codes 
of fair and honorable competition. 
Drug Interests must combine — re- 
tail druggists, manufacturers, whole- 
salers ami national associations must 
represent tho whole field. For that 
purpose the Drug Institute of Amer- 
ica has been Incorporated. This in- 
stitute is not the outgrowth of the

District Attorney 
Bishop Combats 
Slot Machines 

Orders Police Chiefs In County 
To Take Action 


From the office of District Attor- 
ney Warren L. Bishop of Middlesex 
County the following letter has been 
received by the GRAPHIC with the 
information that copies of the letter 
have been sent to the Chief of Po- 
lice of every city and town in Mid- 
dlesex County: 

"Dear Chief: 

The ‘SLOT MACHINE* racket has 
become an ugly sore in Massachu- 
setts. and while perhaps not so preva- 
lent here in Middlesex County as in 
some other places, it nevertheless 
prevails, and from the numerous com- 
plaints I am daily receiving I am con- 
vinced it is a growing menace. It 
must he stumped out and kept out. 
I am determined upon drastic action 
and now, not only as against those 
immediately In charge but those high- 
er up who sponsor the racket by plac- 
ing the machines. 

I have complaints wherein It is al- 
leged tha't little children go into 
stores and play these machines, not 
only wasting their parents’ hard 
earned money hut acquiring a gam- 
bling instinct which may blight their 
whole lives. I received one letter 
from a mother who tells me she has 
been giving nickels to her children 
to buy ice cream cones only to learn 
later that no cones were bought, but 
that the money went to the racke- 
teers through the medium of these 
machines. 

This racket Is as had as a fictitious 
lottery because for the most part 
these machines are so fixed that those 
playing have scarely a fighting chance 
to win. The public are the victims 
and the racketeers are growing rich 
In the game. 

I want every money machine or- 
dered out of every store and if not 
immediately removed, seized, proceed- 
ings instituted and convictions ob- 
tained. If you need assistance, let 
me know and I will see that you have 
it. I know I can rely upon your 
hearty co-operation in this matter. 

I would appreciate It very much 
if you would submit to me a report 
of action taken, giving names and 
places involved.”

During the past several years the 
slot machine racket has grown to 
large proportions aud so profitable 
has it become to the racketeers who 
own them that numerous gang kill- 
ings have resulted because of rivalry 
in this gambling racket. Speak-easies 
have been making more money on 
such machines than they have been 
making on the sale of booze. Places 
to which the devices are rented get 
a generous rake-off as their cut of 
the profits made by the machines, 
Patrons of the speakt-easies. when 
they get liquored up. are apt to be- 
come quite reckless In their gambling 
activity and play the slot machines 
to a "fare thee well”, pushing the 
levers until their cash is depleted. 

As District Attorney Bishop says, 
the machines have spread into ordi- 
nary stores and children have be- 
come victims of their lure. Many 
of the children, like the grown-ups 
think they can heat the machines, 
just as there are foolishly optimistic 
persons who think they can heat 
gambling in other forms, such as 
horse racing, nigger pool and stock 
gambling.

Eastman Says 
Revolution In 

Full Force 


"All we knew of the America of 
1932 is almost as archaic as Noah’s 
Ark.” declared Mr. Joel W. Eastman, 
Boston lawyer, in addressing the 
Newton Rotary Club on Monday of 
this week on the National Industrial 
Recover}' Act. “The Revolution is 
In full force and we are now under 
i dictator. In this country wo had 
reached the point where we could 
not expand and where the individ- 
ual was no longer of great impor- 
tance. We have now all embarked 
on a ship, and if we want to be 
saved we must obey orders or per- 
ish. If you haven’t the decency to 
onduct your business as a social 
agency, the dictator will make you 
do so." 

The speaker drew a graphic pie- 
turo of the machine age In which 
it is impossible to give men work 
for ten hours a day as formerly. It 
is therefore the duty of society to 
make the necessary adjustments so 
that a man can he assured a decent 
living for u fow hours’ work a day. 
"Nlra” simply means "enough for 
everyone to pay rent.” Manage- 
ment must he a sacred trust in the 
future, and capital and dividends — 
in short, wealth, as such — are things 
of the past. Under the new code, 
business means service to the com- 
munity. If America tukes advantage 
of this new opportunity, she may be 
saved; If not she will go the way 
of Rome. 

In introduc- 
ing Mr. Eastman, said that when 
great emergencies arise, patriotic 
citizens come forth as volunteers to 
arouse public opinion.

visit. The support of these clinics 
falls entirely upon the hospital and 
its staff. To Be accepted, every ap- 
plicant must have the endorsement 
of a social worker as to worthiness. 
In many instances the service is 
given without charge. 

In all departments of the hospital 
free treatments were given to the 
amount of $16,933, as against $14.- 
815 for the corresponding period last 
year. This help is being given pa- 
tients in addition to the free beds 
supported by the city, amounting to 
approximately $15,000 a year. It is 
also in addition the work of the Out 
Patient Department.

Relief From City

cy of the food provided, its nourish- 
ing qualities, etc. The result is ex- 
pected to be better quality of food, 
greater quantity than bought inde- 
pendently, more and better milk for 
the children. 

d. The government Hour furnished 
the departments by the Red Cross will 
be used by the baker in baking the 
bread under this plan. This is much 
less wasteful than issuing flour direct- 
ly to the families as heretofore. 

e. Moreover, the plan should re- 
sult in a much more orderly handling 
of applicants in the ofllces. They 
will report on the first four days of 
the week only, in a certain specified 
manner, according to alphabetical ar- 
rangement. This will result in much 
less congestion in the ofllces, and it 
will be possible to work things more 
0X1 a routine basis. There is. how- 
ever, provision for taking care of 
emergency requirements. 

f. It is expected that the result 
insofar as the detail of office work 
is concerned, will give more time to 
perfect the operation of the system 
and more opportunity to study the 
policies of the departments, as well 
as further betterments. 

g. The principle of quantity buy- 
ing. coupled with the simplification 
made possible to the merchant through 
a system of well balanced deliveries 
made only on certain days of the 
week, elimination of the time of the 
clerks in the store in waiting on 
customers, etc., will greatly lessen 
the cost to the city. 

h. Dally inspection of supplies and 
the general sanitation of stores, will 
be made by a member of the staff 
detailed for that purpose, together 
with frequent inspections by the City 
Health Department, as safeguard to 
the families aided. 

The maximum allowance for rent 
will be $20 a month, and this will 
be paid directly to the landlords, many 
of whom in the past have been ob- 
liged to pay taxes on property from 
which they could not obtain sufficient 
revenue because charity families oc- 
cupying premises would not, or could 
not, pay rents. There will also bo 
allowances monthly of two dollars for 
electric light and two dollars for gas. 
Those will be given the second month 
only upon presentation of paid re- 
ceipts for gas, and electricity of the 
previous month. The modified com- 
missary plan, worked in conjunction 
with the clothing chest of the May- 
or’s Relief Committee and the Piper 
plan of providing shoes through the 
vnrlous schools for children, is ex- 
pected to adequately care for the 
complete needs of the city’s unfortu- 
nate citizens. Tailoring shops for 
the repair and alteration of old cloth- 
ing and the city’s cobbler shop for 


mending shoes will be continued as 
part of the system. 

More than 4000 bushels of potatoes 
are expected to be harvested from 
the city’s farm where the unemployed 
are now' working. The expected yield 
also includes 40 tons of w inter squash, 
50 bags of horticultural beans. 500 
bushels of beets, 500 bushels of car- 
rots. 300 bushels of turnips and from 
30 to 40 tons of cabbage. This farm 
produce, by arrangement with the 
merchants, will be distributed with 
the regular food orders to the re- 
cipients of aid. The produce will 
be sold to the provision dealers at 
prevailing Boston market prices. To 
complete the system of aid. further 
studies are being made relative tg 
medical and dental care, and hospi 
talization.

Refers To Campaign Of Insidi-

It is a pleasure as a citizen to have 
the opportunity to w'elcome you as a 
group on your first visit to this com- 
munity.

Welfare Plan 


CASH PAYMENTS TO UNEM- 
PLOYED CUT OFF 


Starting next w’eek betw’een 400 
and 500 families in Newton will have 
no money, unless they are fortunate 
enough to have relatives or friends 
who will provide them with some cash. 
These families, most of whom have 
been reduced to want through long un- 
employment of their wage earners, 
have been receiving w’eekly allot- 
ments (by checks) which enabled 
them to have money wdth which to 
obtain the necessaries of life. For 
reasons detailed in another column in 
this week’s GRAPHIC, as given by 
the Mayor’s office, this method has 
been abandoned, and beginning next 
w’eek the new’ system will be in ef- 
fect. 

The following notice was sent out 
this week to hundreds of families ob- 
taining aid from the Welfare Depart- 
ment and Soldier’s Relief Department 
of the City of Newton. 

Important Notice 

A new system of aid will be started 
by this department on Monday, Aug- 
ust 14 th. 

Everyone now getting aid must ap- 
ply in person once a week, between. 
8:30 a. m. and 12:00 noon, for food 
orders. No applications will be re- 
ceived on Fridays or Saturdays. 

Report ONLY on the day reserved 
for you. If your name begins with A, 
you must report on Monday; If F. on 
Tuesday, if L on Wednesday, etc. Here 
is the schedule of reporting days: — 
MONDAY— A to E. 

TUESDAY— F to K. 
WEDNESDAY— L to P. 
THURSDAY— Q to Z. 

Be sure to find out what day you 
are expected to report, and come as 
early in the morning as possible. 

Attached to this notice is a list of 
file groceries and provisions you will 
receive. Tuke it home and read it 
carefully. The first week you will be 
given Choice No. 1. The second week 
of this month, you can have your 
choice of No. 2 or No. 3. 

Each month thereafter, you will re- 
ceive No. I the first week, and may 
select No. 2 or No. 3 the other weeks 
of the month. 

A separate allowance for meat, fish 
and seasonings will bo given you 
each week. This may be spent in any 
market you choose, but only for meat, 
fish and seasonings.

On the first Thursday of each 
j month, beginning in September, a 
check for your rent will be sent to 
your landlord. Be sure this depart- 
ment knows the full name and ad- 
dress of your landlord. The maxi- 
mum allowance for rent is $20 per 
month. 

Each month, beginning in Septem- 
ber. each family will be allowed $2.00 
per month for gas and $2.00 per 
month for electricity. 

The money will be sent to you and 
you must pay the gas and electric 
bills. 

In order to get the gas and elec- 
tric light allowances the next month, 
you must bring in your receipted bills 
to prove that you did pay. If you 
don't bring in the receipts you can’t 
get any allowance. 

The milk and bread allowances 
shown on the lists will be delivered 
by milk dealers and bakers direct to 
your home. The grocer will deliver 
your groceries. You will get your own 
meat and fish. 

These food lists have been pre- 
pared by the State Department of 
Health and provide more food than 
you have been getting, and because 
they have been scientifically balanced, 
the foods will be better for your 
health. 

Every person now receiving aid will 
be required to report each week ANY 
and ALL income received by himself 
or family. If you fail to report your 
earnings you will be dropped from 
the rolls, and are liable to court ac- 
tion.

In connection with the new method 
of giving relief, some of the mar- 
kets and grocery stores in Newton 
were asked to submit bids for pro- 
viding the lists of food orders speci- 
fied. Six of the markets asked to 
submit bids did so. The lowest bid- 
der was Peter Guzzi, who conducts 
Guzzi’s Market at 114 River st.. West 
Newton. His bids for the 18 lists of 
food orders specified in the Types A 
to F. inclusive, totalled $87.27. This 
total is very low. as compared with 
those bid by the other five markets, 
la fact, Guzzi is bidding practically at 
wholesale prices. The bids of the oth- 
er five markets were — $96.61 ; $103.- 
69; $106.92; $108.95; $123.80. Guzzi 

was awarded the contract for the 


next six weeks, and then new bids 
will be asked for each succeeding 
month. Guzzi will provide all the 
items specified on the food orders ex- 
cept milk, which will be provided by 
the Noble Milk Company of Somer- 
ville, with a branch delivery station 
at Newtonville; and bread, which 
will be provided by the Hathaway 
Bakery of Roxbury. 

A specimen food order is herewith 
given: It is a Type C order and 

shows the food allotment for a fam- 
ily consisting of a man. wife and two 
children, and is the food total they 
will be allowed for a week, with the 
addition of eighty cents worth of 
meat — 15 lbs. potatoes, 3 bunches car- 
rots, 3 lbs. cabbage, 1 peck spinach, 

1 head lettuce, 1 bunch beets, dozen 
ears of corn. 3 lbs. tomatoes. 2 cans 
tomatoes. 1 lb. apricots, 1 1-2 dozen 
eggs. 1 1-2 lbs. butter. 2 packages 
corn flakes. 2 lbs. sugar. 1 can pink 
salmon. 1-2 lb. coffee. 1-2 dozen 
oranges. 1-2 lb. cheese, 2 bars laun- 
dry soap. 3 cans evaporated milk, 1 
lb. baccn, 1 lb. Graham crackers. 1 
lb. jam, 7 loaves of bread and 25 pints 
milk. A fair price on this list tin 
view of the quantities to be supplied 
the city) would be about $4. not in- 
cluding the bread and milk. 

Under cash payments in operation 
heretofore, single men receiving aid 
from the city received $6 weekly 
families from $9 to $15. depending on 
circumstances. Families of men get- 
ting soldiers' aid received more in 
some cases. The new method is ex- 
pected to effect a saving for the city. 


NEWTONVILLE MAN WAKES 
NEIGHBORS 


Shortly after 2 o’clock Thursday 
morning residents in the vicinity of 
Walnut ter.. Newtonville. were awak- 
ened by the explosions of large tor- 
pedos.

Three negroes have graduated front 
the United States Military academy 
at West Point. The first was Henry 
O. Flipper, in 1S77. He served for a 
time In the regular army, but because 
of some difficulties was discharged.

Alexander, in 1SS7. Alexander died 
March 2d, 1S04, while serving as mill 
tary Instructor at Wilberforee univer- 
sity. Charles Young was the third ne 
gro to graduate from West Point. He 
served 28 years in the army and held 
the rank of colonel when he retired 
in 1017. Nine other negroes have at 
tended West Point, but did not grad 
ante.

The needlework In the embroidered 
ones is of the finest and there are 
often countless little animals and hu- 
man figures, each one on a separate 
piece of material the pieces joined 
carefully to lie as flat as possible. So 
fine is the needlework that It Is diffi- 
cult to distinguish It from weaving. 


Medical Greek 

Medical Greek, also known as hos- 
pital Greek. Marrowskying or the Gow- 
er street dialect, got Its name from 
its use by the medical students at 
London university about the middle of 
the Nineteenth century. This system 
of disguising English consists of trans- 
posing the initial letters of pairs of 
words. For example, smoke a pipe 
would become poke a smipe; pint of 
stout, stint of pout ; coat and hat, 
boat and cat, and butterfly, flutterby. 
Medical Greek has the obvious disad- 
vantage of being too easily under- 
stood and of being limited to word 
pairs in its application.

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About Town 


By Edward H. Power! 

Becnuse of the tremendous prob- 
lems confronting public officials In the 
mntter of meeting unprecedented de- 
mands for relief to the millions of 
unemployed, we hesitate to criticise 
the drastic change made in the method 
of giving aid to the hundreds of fam- 
ilies in Newton who are in need. But, 
it seems inconsistent that Newton, 
the wealthiest city in this State, in 
proportion to its population (Boston 
excepted) should resort to a method 
that only a few places in Massachu- 
setts have adopted. Other than Fall 
River. Pittsfield, Leominster. Enst- 
hampton nnd Seekonk. nearly all cit- 
ies of the Commonwealth have con- 
tinued during the pnst four years of 
privation to give relief by means of 
cash payments (at least in pnrt). 

Fall River, as is commonly known 
a bankrupt community, has been la- 
boring under extraordinary handi- 
caps. Pittsfield’s relief activities 
have been, nnd are, in a chaotic con- 
dition. Litigation is current between 
conflicting supervision of relief ad- 
ministration In that city, and a new 
charter will further complicate affairs 
there. Easthampton is a comparative- 
ly small manufacturing community. 
Seekonk, a little town, has experi- 
enced considerable difficulty In the un- 
satisfactory operation of relief work. 
Newton has had far less of a burden 
to face In relief responsibility tlinn 
has most of the cities of Massachu- 
setts. in proportion to its resources. 

While it is true that many families 
who have been receiving aid from 
Newton have not used the money al- 
lotted to them wisely or in a practical 
manner, we believe such families are 
quite in the minority. The larger per- 
centage of the those in Newton who 
have been reduced to destitution be- 
cause of years of unemployment are 
composed of people whose breadwln 
ners were industrious, frugal men and 
women. Why should they be penal- 
ized because of an imprudent minor- 
ity? This city has, or can have an am- 
ply sufficient force of investigators in 
the Welfare and Soldiers’ Relief De- 
partments to ascertain which families 
have not properly expended the allot- 
ments received, and such families 
could be given relief under the new 
method. 

Why should families that have 
made proper use of the relief pay- 
ments received in the past be de- 
prived of the right to select their 
OAaq inqi sajnuiuj pinoqs Xq AV iosjjn 
duced to the pitiable condition where 
they have not a penny in their homes 
to meet such legitimate needs as may 
arise Why should families that have 
been accustomed to a diet, in reason- 
able degree, of meats, be deprived of 
such a diet, and forced to subsist 
largely on vegetables which many 
persons cannot eat. nnd which will 
not afford proper nutrition? Expert 
dietitians to the contrary. Dietitians 
who do not eat what they prescribe. 
It is common knowledge that certain 
kinds of food may agree with some 
nnd disagree with others; may give 
health to some and take It from oth- 
ers. If persons have shown capability 
to wisely and frugally select their 
own food, why prevent them from 
continuing to do so? Is it reasonable 
to expect that food contracts, let out 
on a competitive basis, will assure 
good quality food to recipients when 
successful bidders accept very low 
prices? 

The dividing curb on the Worcester 
turnpike where the road to Chestnut 
st. leads from the high viaduct nt 
Newton Upper Falls remains in dark- 
ness nights: without even a reflector 
to warn motorists from it. It is a 
miracle that no fatal accident has 
occurred at this spot when one con- 
siders the speed of the traffic on the 
turnpike. If an accident does occur, 
the responsibility Is certainly on the 
State officials who allow this hazard 
to continue. 

The diversion of $8,000,000 taken 
from motorists to other purposes than 
that for which it is raised is hardly 
legal. Test cases are being made in 
other States on this unfair practice 
and will probably he made In Mas- 
sachnsetts. If. and when any con- 
siderable amount of money is expend- 
ed for the further improvement of 
State highways, one of the first large 
projects should lie the widening and 
straightening of Route 127. Tills route 
running from Waltham to Concord. 
Ayer. Fitchburg and points towards 
the northwest section of the State, 
not only carries a heavy traffic to 
these places, but also is the route 
towards the popular Mohawk Trail. 
Particularly between Waltham and 
Concord, on its most heavily traveled 
section, it is narrow, curving and 
dangerous.

Political Pot Simmers 

In Newton. Interesting 
Comments On Candidates 


Prominenf: Newton Citizen Presents His Views Concerning 
Weeks and White — Also Childs 


The following Interesting article 
was written by a prominent Newton 
citizen who has taken an nctive part 
in civic affairs in this city, who pos- 
sesses intimate knowledge of the 
political history of the city, and who 
is in touch witli present conditions. 

(Ed.) 

It is a little early to discuss city 
politics, inasmuch as nomination piv- 
pers do not have to he filed for 
many weeks. However, the veteran 
Tom White threw his hat in the 
ring a fortnight ago. and immediate- 
ly the pot began to sizzle. What’s it 
all about, and what will the line-up 
be in the fall? 

To start with, we have an alliance 
between White and Ned Childs, our 
perennnial Mayor (1914-1930). This 
by itself is plenty had news for May- 
or Weeks, although the latter has 
a large, well-oiled and carefully 
tended machine. Tom White, politi- 
cally speaking, is probably Newton’s 
lending citizen. His career has been 
long, colorful and successful. Fighting 
his way to the Board of Aldermen 
over former Mayor Hatfield’s opposi- 
tion some twenty-five years ago. he 
advanced to the State Legislature — 
became a powerful figure there, and 
then passed into the administrative 
field as Chairman of the State Com- 
mision on Economy and Efficiency. 
Other positions came his way until 
he outgrew the State and was ap- 
pointed Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue. It was from this high vantage- 
point that he tossed his sombrero in- 
to the charmed circle a fortnight ago. 

White has an enormously wide ac- 
quaintance and is second to none in 
our city in his grasp of politics and 
all its ramifications. Only a seasoned 
campaigner with a wide following 
could hope to even hold his own 
with him. 

Let us now consider the second 
angle of the political triangle, for- 
mer Mayor, Ned Childs. It is almost 
impossible to evaluate his influence 
at the moment. When he was in of- 
fice, he was a delight to his friends 
and a source of bewilderment to 
his opponents. What did he have 
for assets, and! what was the secret 
of his phenomenal hold on the rank 
and file of the voters? Certainly not 
mere stature or pulchritude — not in- 
fluential business contacts, not any 
of the more widely known political 
assets. As this writer sees him, Ned 
Childs has personality plus, absolute 
honesty (a somewhat rare attribu- 
ute in politics), tireless energy, a pe- 
culiar singleness of purpose, and a 
host of friends and acquaintancs. 
Many of these came to him from his 
hundreds of speeches on civic, poli- 
tical and domestic subjects before 
men's clubs, women’s clubs, fraternal 
organizations, etc. 

The question now before the house 
is: "Can Ned Childs deliver any sub- 
stantial part of his following to any 
give candidate?" Personally, I doubt 
it, as do many other people who fol- 
low Newton’s politics rather closely. 
Time will tell. 

The third angle of the triangle is 
our genial ami businesslike Mayor,

Sinclair Weeks. Let no one plan to 
attend ills political funeral premature- 
ly. With tli© exception of White and 
possibly Messrs. Garcelon and Hat- 
Held. no one is more thoroughly 
versed in the art of politics and more 
adept in navigating its treacherous 
currents than the Mayor. Further- 
more. he 1ms tiie tremendous advant- 
age of being younger, more progres- 
sive, more versatile and more in tune 
with the times. His ardent support of 
the wet cause during the past year 
appears to have strengthened his hold 
on the voters. Again, his political ma- 
chine is of recent vintage, and has 
been successfully operated on num- 
erous occasions. It is true, to be sure, 
that he has not as yet engaged in any 
sizable political battle, but lie is due 
for one next December. Either Tom 
White or Ned Childs alone would test 
his mettle — the two together should 
provide a contest that will have re- 
percussions throughout the entire 
State and that will evoke interest 
even in Washington, which has been 
led to expect the arrival of another 
Congressman Weeks. 

As a matter of fact. Congressman 
Luce appears to have thrown a mon- 
key-wrench into the Weeks machin- 
ery, in spite of the fact that both 
men have a high regard for eaclt 
other and have always co-operated 
whole-heartedly for the welfare of 
tiie Republican party. Apparently 
too many politicians attempted to read 
Luce’s mind, and arrange for his with- 
drawal from Congress at tiie close 
of 1934. The Congressman himself, 
however, kept his own counsel until 
his recent announcement that he 
would run again a year from this 
fall. Of course, the pols’ mistake is 
understandable, because Luce’s dry 
stand nearly sank him. and it looked 
like a good guess that he would he 
glad to quit if lie weathered this 
last storm. 

Now what does all this mean to 
Mayor Weeks? Luce’s stand necessi- 
tated a change of plan, and he will 
now run for a third term as Mayor 
of Newton. Obviously, he will be in 
a stronger position to make the run 
for Congress or for some other office 
if lie is an office-holder at the time. 
He is doubtless gambling either that 
Luce will change his mind and quit 
before 1934, or else that he can stay 
in office as Mayor until Luce does 
quit. Of course it is possible, though 
far from probable, that Weeks might 
oppose Luce in next year’s primaries. 
My guess is that he would win after 
a hard fight, but it would leave bad 
scars, would he had Republican stra- 
tegy, and would force the Mayor into 
a defensive position. Why, after all, 
should lie place his political ambition 
against Luce’s constructive record 
and thereby neutralize the Congress- 
man’s present powerful committee as- 
signments? It would take our Mayor 
years and years to work up to Luce’s 
position and influence, and how would 
lie feel at that time if some younger 
party leader tried to unseat him and 
deprive the State of his vast pres- 
tige? Do you get the picture? 

From now on, watch closely for 
candidacies for the Board of Aider- 
men, hearing in mind the position of 
each man with reference to the 
Weeks-White contest. Watch also 
for developments in State politics, es- 
pecially with reference to our other 
distinguished statesman, Leverett 
Saltonstall. Speaker of the House. 
Finally, isn't it extremely fortunate 
for all concerned that Weeks and Sal- 
tonstall have never yet crossed 
swords? Wouldn’t a scrap like that 
furnish even tiie jaded politicians a 
thrill!

Gasoline From Natural Gas 

It has long been the practice to 
extract gasoline from natural gas. It 
Is a very active and volntile gasoline 
which owes its properties to Its butane 
and propane. For years this gasoline 
was mixed with petroleum gasoline 
to produce an excellent automobile 
fuel. When the refiners of petroleum 
developed ‘‘cracking’’ processes to 
meet the growing demand for motor 
fuel they found that they were gener- 
ating much butane and propane on 
their own account. Natural gasoline 
being too rich for mixture with the 
cracked fuel, It became necessary to 
remove its butane and propane. Since 
1927 the two have been shipped in 
steel bottles, tank cars, tank wagons 
and even In short pipe lines.

Police Sergeant 
Furnishes Bail 
For Aged Man 

Latter, Assaulted Neighbor- 
Would Not Let Wife 
Bail Him 


Edward McGinnis, 71. of 932 Wal- 
nut st.. Newton Highlands, was in 
the Newton court last Friday charged 
with assaulting Edward McHugh, 66, 
of 936 Walnut st. The two men re- 
side in adjoining houses and have 
had disputes for many years over 
shrubbery between their homes. The 
matter reached a climax on August 
1st when McHugh, who was working 
on his shrubs, was hit in the face 
with a stick wielded by McGinnis. 
The latter told the judge that the 
plaintiff had threatened him with a 
hoe. Judge Bacon fined McGinnis 
$20 and then suspended the fine on 
the condition that the defendant 
should pay any medical bill for the 
abrasion McHugh had received on 
his face, although the latter said he 
had not been to a doctor. 

McGinnis refused to accept this 
condition and appealed. He then re- 
fused to allow ills wife to furnish 
the $100 bail set by the judge and 
was locked in a cell. After spend- 
ing several hours in the cell, Mc- 
Ginnis became faint and Inspector 
Patrick King of the Newton police 
provided the hail set for the prisoner 
so that he could be legally taken 
from confinement and sent to his 
home. 

On Tuesday McGinnis appeared in 
court, withdrew his appeal, and 
agreed to pay McHugh’s doctor’s hill.

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Boston El Adds 

Nine Cents To 
Newton’s Taxes 


$977,786 Deficit Spread Over 
Thirteen Communities 


The increased deficit in the opera- 
tion of the Boston Elevated Railway 
during the past fiscal year places a 
further burden on the thirteen citieB 
and towns in the district where tracks 
of the transportation company aro 
located. By an act of the Legisla- 
ture, passed a few years ago, any de- 
ficit in the operation of the Elevated 
must be paid by these cities and 
towns in proportion to the mileage of 
tracks in their confines and the esti- 
mated service they receive through 
the company. The Elevated has been 
losing more and more money in re- 
cent years and the deficit the past 
year was $977,786 over the preced- 
ing year. Newton pays the smallest 
proportion of any of the 13 cities and 
towns in the Elevated district. Last 
year the “El” deficit caused New- 
ton's tax rate to be increased 8 cents. 
This year, it is estimated, that New- 
ton’s tax rate will be Increased 9 
cents because of its share In paying 
the deficit. 

The estimated increases of the 
other cities and towns, together with 
their amounts added to their tax 
rates in 1932 and 1933, because of the

revenues of the Elevated has been 
caused by less travel, due to the bus- 
iness depression, competition by taxis 
operated as jitneys, mostly from Dor- 
chester and Roxbury, and the use of 
private automobiles. The deficit is 
further aggravated by the conditions 
of the Act passed in 1931 which con- 
tinued the public control of the Ele- 
vated for a period of 28 years, and 
guaranteed dividends to stockholders 
of the company at a rate of 5%. 
While stockholders in most compan- 
ies have been receiving reduced div- 
idends. or no dividends, the stock- 
holders of the Elevated, at the ex- 
pense of the public, continue to re- 
ceive their assured 5%.

Veterans Protest 
New Method of 
Soldier’s Relief 

Attend Special| Meeting Of 
| Aldermen — Not Allowed to 
Present Grievances 

Between 40 und 50 veterans of the 
World War came to City Hall on Mon- 
day night and attended the special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen. 
After the business scheduled for the 
meeting had been transacted, Aider- 
man T. Morton Gullugher (who as 
Vice President of the Board, was pre- 
siding in the absence of President 
Collins, who is officiating as Acting 
Mayor) inquired if any further busi- 
ness was before the Board, Alderman 
Dennis Cronin arose and said he had 
been asked by the veterans to pro- 
test against the new method of giving 
aid to soldiers. 

Gallagher told Cronin that he was 
out of order, as the mutter he re- 
ferred to is an executive function and 
could not properly come before the 
Board of Aldermen. Cronin replied 
that he had a right to present the 
grievance of the veterans, and he 
quoted a statute to support his con- 
tention. Gallagher persisted in his 
ruling thut the Ward 4 alderman was 
out of order. The meeting then ad- 
journed. The veterans then button- 
holed all the aldermen present and 
strenuously protested against being 
deprived of cash relief, and forced in- 
stead to accept food allotments, plus 
the payment of limited amounts for 
rent, gas and electric light. They 
asserted thut. according to law, the 
administration of soldiers’ relief is 
partly under the control of the Board 
of Aldermen, and that this body is 
duty bound to consider this matter. 
They stated that the city charter pro- 
vides for the culling of a special 
meeting of the board of Aldermen on 
written demand by 50 citizens, and 
they asserted such uction will be 
taken. 

On Tuesday three veterans informed 
Edmund Dungan, commissioner of 
soldiers' relief, that they would not 
accept the food orders, and that un- 
less the old methods of payment by 
checks were continued, they would re- 
fuse to be listed among the recipients 
of relief. Accordingly, their names 
were removed from the list. 


Aldermen Speed 
Plans For New 

Incinerator 


$250,000 Fund 
Diverted to Cause 
Lower Tax Rate 

Amount Transferred From The 
Excess and Deficiency 
Fund Mon. Night 


At a special meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night it was 
voted to transfer $250,000 from the 
Excess & Deficiency Fund of the city 
to the revenues account. By adding 
this amount to the tax revenues the 
tax rate for this year will be ap- 
preciably lowered. This method was 
used last year. Alderman Gordon, 
speaking as chairman of the Finance 
Committee, explained that the Excess 
& Deficiency Fund totalled $411,000 
and that the $250,000 can safely be 
taken from it. This amount repre- 
sents the unexpended balances from 
last year's appropriations for the con- 
duct of the various city departments. 

A permit was granted to Davis <& 
Vaughan to erect a temporary real 
estate office at 397 Dedham st., Oak 
Hill. A delegation of Newton High- 
lands residents was present with mis- 
givings about this matter. They have 
been indignant about a building on 
Winchester st., Newton Highlands, 
which was erected some years ago as 
a garage, and which was subsequent- 
ly used as a combined garage and 
dwelling. It has been surrounded, in 
part by old automobiles. Although 
Davis & Vaughan’s petition had noth- 
ing to do with this, the tentative ob- 
jectors thought the proposed business 
structure would result in another un- 
desirable intrusion. They were told 
by Alderman Grebenstein or the 
(Maims & Rules committee that an 
endeavor will be made to correct the 
condition on Winchester st.

inerator to he erected at an approx- 
imate cost of $200,000. The money 
to finance this improvement is to be 
loaned to the city by the Federal 
Government under the NIRA pro- 
gram. Thirty per cent of the costs 
of tlie projects to lie undertaken un- 
der this program are given as grants 
to cities and towns which receive the 
approvul of the N. I. R. A. The re- 
maining 70 per cent is loaned on bond 
issues, financed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. These bonds are for terms 
of from 20 to 30 years. They will 
be refunded in the usual manner, ex- 
cept thut nothing must be paid on 
the principal. The 20 year bonds are 
issued for the construction of non 
fire-proof structures; the 30 year 
bonds for fire-proof structures. It is 
prohuhle that the structures to he 
erected in Newton under tills pro- 
gram will he fire-proof. 

The rate of interest specified on 
these bonds is 4 per cent; but the 
interest charge is adjustable, and if 
the N.I.R.A. believes that u city’s 
financial stunding is good enough to 
warrant it, the interest rate may be 
3 Vi per cent. Newton, with its ex- 
cellent financial standing, should ob- 
tain the lower rate. \ law, recently 
passed by the Massachusetts Legisla- 
ture. specifies tiiat municipalities in 
this State must borrow for the long- 
est possible term. The money will 
not be udvuncad by the Federal Gov- 
ernment in a lump sum. The city 
(like all cities and towns) must esti- 
mate how much will be required each 
month. The primary object of this 
financing of public projects is to fur- 
nish work for the unemployed of the 
city or town receiving the grants and 
loans. For this reason, on the pro- 
posed incinerator, schools and reser- 
voir job in Newton, local men will ho 
employed to the greatest possible de- 
gree. 

Mr. Eddy explained In detail the 
type of incinerator his firm would de- 
sign. It would he odorless and prac- 
tically smokeless. No garbage would 
lie burned in it.

Listens To Story 
Of Vitamins 

Doctor McClure Tells Members 
How to Be Fair and Fit 
At Fifty 


“Keeping Fair and Fit at Fifty” 
was the interesting topic of Dr. 
Charles W. McClure, assistant profes- 
sor of medicine at Boston University, 
member of the Boston Rotary Club 
and resident of Newton, at last Mon- 
day’s meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club. By means of a chart the doc- 
tor explained the various vitamins 
needed by the body, driving his 
points home with humorous allusions. 
Referring to our American diet, lie 
said it was apt to be deficient In 
milk and cheese. The European does 
much better in this respect. Constipa 
tion is at the root of much of our 
trouble in this country. "The care 
of the stomach requires great tact,’ 
declared the speaker, “and what is 
good for one person may not be 
good for another.” In hot weather, 
we should beware of too much cold 
food. Ice cream should be taken in 
moderation and slowly. A hill of fare 
made out for January and February 
is a good one to use In summer. He 
ridiculed the old belief that fish was 
good brain food, declaring that sugar 
was better. “Fish is brain food only 
for stock market suckers.” he added. 
With so many faddists in the field 
ready to give advice, the best thing 
to do when in trouble is to consult 
your family physician. He may not 
he up on all the latest theories about 
food, hut in the great majority of 
cases he is able to diagnose correct- 
ly. Common sense has much to do 
with the matter. If we are comfort- 
able after a meal our choice of food 
has probably been good. You cannot 
dictate very well to any one in nor- 
mal health just exactly what he is 
to eat and to avoid. Many questions 
were asked at the close of the help- 
ful address so humorously presented.

Cyanide Fumes 
Kill Youth At 
West Newton 

Arthur H. Smith Entered House 

Which Was Being Fumigated 

A. Halstead Smith, 18, of 371 Wal- 
tham st.. West Newton, was the vic- 
tim of an unusual fatality last Fri- 
day when he was killed in the home 
of a neighbor by fumes from a mix- 
ture of sodium cyanide and sulphuric 
acid. Ralph Taber of 377 Waltham 
st. departed on Friday morning 
about 9 with his family for a week’s 
visit to Fly Creek, New York. Mr. 
Taber had planned on having his 
house fumigated during the absence 
of his family and on the previous 
night he purchased six pounds of so- 
dium cyanide. Friday morning he 
placed half of the chemical in a 
crock in the cellar of his house, and 
the other half In a crock In the kit- 
chen. He then poured diluted sul- 
phuric acid into the two crocks and 
made a hasty exit from the house. 
The cellar door was left unlocked, 
the kitchen door locked, and a sign 
placed thereon reading "Danger, 
Keep Out.” Mr. Taber left a key to 
the back door of his house with Bar- 
bara Smith, a sister of the victim. 
She was to have opeued windows in 
the house on the day preceding the 
Tabers return to ventilate the dwell- 
ing. 

About 10 o’clock Friday morning 
young Smith left his home and did 
not return for dinner Neither did 
he return during the afternoon. When 
liis father. Oliver K. Smith, returned 
home that evening, he and members 
of his family started to search for 
the missing youth. Mr. Smith took 
a flashlight and entered the fume 
filled cellar of the Taber house dur- 
ing ills search, making two hurried 
trips into the cellar to look for his 
son. A hunt was made on the Albe- 
marle Golf links, as it ' was thought 
the boy might have met with an ac- 
cident there. At 8 o'clock Mr. Smith 
reported to Newton police headquar- 
ters that liis son was missing. About 
8.30 Friday night he suggested to his 
elder son and two other young men, 
that they go over again to the Ta- 
ber house. Peering through the glass 
in the window in the rear door of 
the house with a flashlight, Mr. Smith 
saw a foot projecting out of the 
kitchen door into a small rear hall. 
He broke the pane of glass in the 
rear door and a window in the kitch- 
en. His older son. Kingston Smith 
had rushed to the Smith home to ob- 
tain the key left by Mr. Taber. With 
this key Smith opened the hack door 
and rushed in to rescue his soil. As 
lie grabbed the body, he discovered 
that the hoy was dead, so lie decided 
not to remove the inert form until 
the arrival of the police. In a few 
minutes Special Officer Charles Fee- 
ley and Patrolman John Murphy ar- 
rived. rushed into the kitchen and 
brought out the body of young Smith. 
According to the medical examiner, 
the youth had been dead for a number 
of hours. 

A. Halstead Smith was born 
Becket. Massachusetts. IS years ago. 
He graduated from Newton High 
School last June. He was a member 
of the track team, specializing in the 
440 yard dash. He was a member of 
Newton Chupter. Order of DeMolav 
and of the Boy Scouts. Besides his 
parents he is survived by a brother. 
Kingston Smith; and a sister. Bar- 
bara Smith. He was a lineal descend- 
ant of Governor Bradford. 

His funeral service was held on 
Tuesday morning at the Second Con- 
gregational Church. West Newton. 
Rev. Boynton Merrill officiated and 
the DeMolav ritual was conducted by 
officers of Newton Chapter. Burial 
was at Becket, where the committal 
service was conducted liy Rev. Mr 
Ramsey. 


Newton Tax Rate For 1933 
Is $24.80. Reduction Of 20c 


Lowest Of Any City In State — Unexpended Balances From 1932 
Appropriations Help to Reduce Rate 


Newton's tax rate, the lowest of 
any city In Massachusetts, was again 
reduced for 1933. by the announce- 
ment today of the Board of Assessors 
that the rate for this year will be 
$24.80. Last year’s rate was $25.00. 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks announced 
that the reduced rate was accom- 
plished without recourse to borrow- 
ing from the State on tax titles, and 
despite reductions in valuations of 
more than two and one-half million 
dollars. An Increase in the rate was 
generally anticipated because of the 
extraordinary jump in the city’s wel- 
fare expenses. 

Administrative economies in vari- 
ous departments resulted in a great 
number of unexpended balances from 
1932 appropriations. These savings 
swelled the city’s surplus to more 
than $400,000. and from this fund 
$250,000 was taken, with approval of 
the State Tax Commissioner, in or- 
der to reduce the burden of taxes 
on the owners of property. 

Revaluations made by the Asses- 
sors during the past year also showed 
a reduction of approximately $300.- 
000 in taxable personal property. New 
buildings created a value of $950,000 


in taxable real estate. Revaluations 
showed a reduction of $2,583,050 in 
real estate, and $296,850 in personal 
property, or a total reduction in val- 
uations of $2,879,900. The net reduc- 
tion in valuation from 1932 is $1,929.- 
900. 

While the state tax this year 
showed a reduction of $14,000 it was 
brought about by the state's absorb- 
ing the whole of the $124,811.70 
Highway appropriation money which 
Newton received in 1932. By this 
transfer Newton loses $110,000 In re- 
ceipts from the gasoline tax. 

There was a further loss In Income 
Tax. Corporation Tax. Excise Motor 
and other receipts of $320,000. This 
was offset somewhat by reductions 
In State Warrants, and In the Budget. 
This year’s reduction of 20 cents in 
the Newton tax rate Is the third 
successive reduction announced by 
Mayor Weeks. 

The total real and personal proper- 
ty valuation amounts to $163,308,800 
for 1933, as against $165,238,700 for 
1932. 

In announcing the new reduced rate, 
the Mayor’s office also made public

BIG GAME HUNT OPEN TO ALL

to Sending Mail Collect 

Postage otamps in the United States 
were first authorized by nn act ap- 
proved March 3, 1847, nnd placed on 
sale in New York on July 1 of that 
year. This series consisted of two 
denominations, 5-cent stamps hearing 
a portrait of Benjamin Franklin, and 
lO^cent stamps bearing a portrait of 
George Washington. 

The postage stamp grew out of the 
necessity for Issuing n receipt for 
money paid in advance for the car- 
riage of letters. Previous to their 
use, postage was collected in money 
directly when the mail was delivered. 
More often It was collected on deliv- 
ery. Sir Rowland Hill, a British post- 
al reformer, believed that postage 
should be prepaid, and to facilitate 
prepayment he proposed the postage 
stamp. The first stamps, therefore, 
were Issued by Great Britain, and 
were first put on sale May 1, 1840. 
Stamps put nn end to sending letters 
collect. 


Turks Love Their Pigeons 

The love the Turks show for pigeons 
is remarkable. These birds are en- 
couraged to nest in the nooks nnd 
crannies of many beautiful mosques 
in Istunbul and other places, regard- 
less of the amount of damage they do, 
which is said to be considerable. Spe- 
cial holes are left for the pigeons In 
many walls. Each year during the 
Bayram holiday Mosque-goers and oth- 
ers make it a point to provide the 
pigeons with a great feast, especially 
In front of the courtyards of the 
Eyouh and Bnyuzid mosques. During 
this time old women stationed In the 
courtyards of the mosques sell millet 
for about a penny a cupful, which Is 
a very high price for many of the 
poor people who buy it to feed to the 
much admired birds. 


Boy Scouts of America 

The Boy Scout movement originated 
In the British Isles, Sir Robert S. S. 
Baden- Powell being the prime mover. 
At that time there was a small move- 
ment In the United States, organized 
In 1000 by Ernest Seton-Tliompson, 
und railed "Woodcraft Indians.” 
About the same time Dun Beurd or- 
ganized a similar movement called 
"The Sons of Duniel Boone.” These 
were merged Into the Boy Scouts of 
America In 1910 — two years after 
Baden-Powell started the scout move- 
ment In England. The Idea behind 
the movement is In training hoys In 
the essentials of good citizenship. It 
is non-inllitury. Interdenominational 
and non-political

Cut to One-Fifth in War 

During the Five Years’ war, 1865- 
1870, one of the most sanguinary con- 
flicts tn history, known to the Para- 
guayans as the War of the Triple Al- 
liance, this Inland nation fought Its 
three mote populous neighbors — Bra- 
zil, Argentina nnd Uruguay, writes 
Harriet Chalmers Adams In the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine. 

The Paraguayan proved his valor. 
When the tide of aggression turned, 
he battled like a tiger in defense of 
his homeland. It is doubtful that a 
nation has ever fought more abso- 
lutely to a finish. 

In the course of the long struggle, 
all lads over fifteen were cnlled to 
the colors. Even boys of ten entered 
the army. As the men fell, the Spnr- 
tnn women took up the fruy. 

Paraguay’s fields lay waste; most of 
the herds were killed ; Industries were 
ruined. Poverty nnd disease stalked 
the land. The population was reduced 
to a fifth of its pre-war numbers. The 
proportion of men to women was one 
to seven. The land ceded to the allies 
totaled 56,000 square miles. 

In pnssing Judgment on this coun- 
try, we must start with 1870 on a 
foundation of ruin. 


Blindness to Taste and 

Smell Common Affliction 

While science knows something 
about taste and smell, It has been able 
to make little progress in Improving 
or aiding those organs. In fact, sci- 
ence Is about in the same state that 
It was in the Middle ages as fnr as 
this field is concerned. Telescopes al- 
low one to see stnrs invisible to the 
unaided eye; scales weigh masses too 
large to lift or too minute to feel ; 
microscopes bring into range the world 
of creatures too small to be seen ; am- 
plifiers magnify sounds inaudible to 
human enrs, nnd ammeters measure 
electric currents too feeble to shock 
the most sensitive. But tongues and 
noses must struggle along without me- 
chanical assistance. “Blindness” to 
taste or smell is relatively common. 
There are chemical compounds that 
some people declare to be disagreeably 
hitter nnd others cannot taste nt all. 
Similarly, the lemon verbena smells to 
some nnd not to others. So science Is 
still seeking ways to aid tongue und 
nose. Perhaps “microscopes” and odor 
amplifiers may he developed; and 
here is nn opportunity for Inventors. 


Rattlesnakes Held Sacred 

Rattlesnakes, believed to he the “lit- 
tle brothers of the underworld,” nre 
particularly sacred to Nuvujo Indians, 
because they are the literal go-be- 
tweens, carrying the prayers of the 
people to the deities In the dark and 
mysterious underworld where tint 
gods, good and had, are supposed to 
dwell. Invocations ure made to the 
snakes in times of drought und crop 
fuilure ; any disrespect shown to a 
rattlesnake would render these 
proyers useless.

Berlin doctors are allowed to carry 
au extra light on their uiitoiuohlles 
showing a red cross on a green back- 
ground to be used only in case of 
emergency to get through traffic.

Ingenious Revolving Urn 

Was World's First “Movie" 

The Emperor Ch’ien Lung of China 
had his virtues and lie had his faults, 
but he wns never dull. He came to 
the throne of the celestial empire In 
1735 and kept things moving until 
1795, writes Spencer Kingman in Asia. 

Ch’ien Lung, always restless, al- I 
ways on the move, strove for motion | 
even In snch things ns porcelains. In 
the course of his reign were produced 
two extraordinary pieces, which evi- 
dently made a pair. Similar pieces 
may have been manufactured in the 
period, but, If they have survived, 
their wherenbouts are not known. 

These masterpieces were revolving . 
vases, and they not only are benutl- 
ful and Ingenious to the highest de- 
gree, but exhibit a skill In manufac- 
ture and nn accuracy of working parts 
which would delight nn engineer. 

The revolving vuses of Ch’ien Lnng 
were so made that, when the cover 
wns twisted, a cylindrical Inner vase 
would twirl easily and a beholder, 
peering through one of the four open- 
ings which occur on the sides of the 
outer vnse, could observe the scene 
on the vnse turning inside. 

Ch’ien Lung was every Inch nn em- 
peror und a scholar. One of the rea- 
sons he holds a particular Interest 
for us of the Twentieth century Is 
that his revolving vases were prob- 
ably the first attempt to produce a 
moving picture. 


Most Densely Populated 

There ure no accurate population 
figures of world-wide scope, us there 
are muny millions of persons on earth 
who are unknown to the census taker. 
Available figures, however, show thut 
the little province of Macao, China, un 
island ut the mouth of the Cunton 
river and a colonial possession of Por- 
tugal, Is the most densely populated 
country. This is according to a list 
given In tiie World Alnmnuc. Macao’s 
urea Is four squure miles, and the 
1927 census guve It u population of 
157,176 — 30,294 persons to the square 
mile.

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THE SLOT MACHINE MENACE 

District Attorney Bishop of Middlesex County should have 
the co-operation of all persons who can aid in cleaning up the 
slot-machine racket that has been spreading throughout the 
state. Durfng the past decade there has been an increasing 
desire upon the part of the American public to participate in 
gambling of one form or another. In some places and among 
some people it has become almost a hysteria. The gambling 
instinct has, in the past few years, become almost an integral 
part of stock exchange transactions. There was a time when 
the stock market was used solely for investment purposes with 
stocks being bought and sold on sound business principles only. 
Now the speculative tendency has a greater influence upon 
basic business conditions. Stock trading has become one of 
the most attractive of the present forms of gambling. But 
to speculate in this way usually requires considerable funds at 
the start. Other forms of present day gambling, such as pari- 
mutuel betting, sweepstake lotteries, nigger-pools, and the 
slot machine, require but little money. Of all the forms of 
gambling the slot machine probably offers the most menacing 
influence. Beyond the fact that this form of gambling is con- 
ducted by racketeers and the receipts used for illegitimate 
purposes it is mechanically designed so that the player has 
little chance to win, it reaches directly into the smallest of 
communities and flourishes upon the aroused gambling instinct 
of even the children. While we do not hold to all the strict 
and straight-laced tenets of our Puritanical forefathers, we 
cannot help but feel that much of the increase in crime could 
be prevented through the abolishment of such gambling rack- 
ets. Let’s all back District Attorney Bishop to the limit fn his 
latest endeavor. 


THE NEW WELFARE PLAN 

Th administration of welfare to needy persons during the 
past few years has taxed the minds of many federal, state 
and municipal officials as well as political economists and social 
workers. We would not pretend to say without complete 
knowledge whether or not the new modified commissary plan 
of welfare aid, which was recently adopted in Newton, is 
better than the previous methods employed. Where one mu- 
nicipality might successfully use one of a number of methods, 
another city or town might not be able to cope with its own 
local problem by any method previously attempted elsewhere. 
.On the other hand a method which had been unsuccessful in 
one community might be the most efficient in some other local- 
ity. We do know, however, that the citizens of Newton want 
the welfare problem handled with fair treatment to all. The 
cost of such welfare, no matter where it may be, is ultimately 
met by the tax-payer. The tax-payer does not want his money 
thrown away — neither does he want to see his fellow citizens 
— and sometimes his neighbors — who are more in want than 
he through no fault of theirs— suffer excessive privation. He 
stands ready to help carry his share of the burden. 

The welfare recipient, with perhaps few exceptions, does 
not want charity — he wants a chance to live his own life and 
to support his family by his own honest efforts. Unfortunately 
this has not been entirely possible for the past few years. All 
are rejoicing in the brighter outlook. Meanwhile if the new 
welfare plan gives greater aid to dependent citizens at less 
cost to the taxpayer, as it is claimed, it should be given a fair 
trial. Where the plan cannot succeed in certain cases due 
to unusual conditions we believe these can be efficiently handled 
by individual attention.

About Town

The other night we took n stroll 
about the retail business section of 
Boston, window shopping. Our walk 
ended at Scoll&y Square and at this 
place we stood for several minutes 
In front of a bus terminal operated 
by one of those cut-rate lines which 
take passengers from Boston to New 
York for $2. We engaged In conversa- 
tion with an intelligent young Scotch- 
man on the subject of interstate bus 
and truck traffic. He Informed us 
that until the advent of the NBA pro- 
gram he had been working as 
driver for a company which operates 
a truck line between Burlington. 
Vt.. and New York City: He said 
the drivers of these trucks make 
three round trips each week between 
these two cities. The journey each 
way takes 15 hours. Upon reaching 
New York the driver has to work 
all day helping unload and load Ills 
truck. He received $16 for each 
round trip, plus the day’s work at 
New York. 

Figure out the working hours per 
week tliat’*a driver on such a schedule 
puts in. and wonder how he get!) In 
enough sleep to keep up such a grind 
With men under such a physical strain 
(Alld also mental strain! one does not 
wonder that there are numerous acci- 
dents on our highways Involving 
trucks. It is remarkable that there 
are not more accidents. It Is such 
conditions as these that make bus and 
truck traffic unfair competitions for 
railroads and hazards to the automo- 
bile travelling public. The bill re- 
cently enacted by our Legislature 
which would place bus and truck traf- 
fic under State control, aims to correct 
abuses in this type of traffic. If you 
are asked to sign a petition for a 
referendum seeking to nullify this new 
legislation refuse to do so until you 
have made inquiries as to the unfair 
working conditions under which many 
truck and bus drivers have been strug- 
gling. 

Incidentally, the young man with 
whom we were talking said that when 
the NRA code was announced his 
employer informed him that he could 
no longer afford to keep him as a 
truck driver, and he was offered an- 
other job with that concern at $13 
per week. 


We have been informed that so- 
dium cyanide and sulphuric acid are 
quite frequently used for the pur- 
pose of fumigating houses. The 
tragic occurrence at West Newton 
last Friday proves that such a meth- 
od is too deadly in its possibilities 
to be permitted. Supposing a fire 
should occur In a house filled with 
these deadly fumes and that firemen 
should enter, unaware of the menace? 
The result can be visualized. 


If residents at Vernon Court sleep 
late mornings, It Is not the fault of 
several very noisy blue-jays which 
do much screeching In the elm 
trees on Centre st., in front of the 
hotel. 


Talking about noise during the 
morning hours — the very early hours. 
It occurs to many residents in the 
Newtons that drivers of milk wagons 
might arrange the cases of milk bot- 
tles at points remote from dwellings. 
Some drivers regularly shift the 
cases in thickly settled neighbor- 
hoods. and regularly awaken persons 
sleeping nearby. 


Why not have theh “singing jury' 
assist in the stage act of the "hand- 
some heroine"? Do you wonder that 
legitimate theatres in the United 
States have gone out of business 
when a large part of the American 
public can be attracted by attrac- 
tions ot this type? And billions 
have been spent In this "highly civ- 
ilized” country to educate the masses. 


If General "Dan” Needham con- 
tinues to function as efficiently as he 
has in two cases on Cape Cod, he 
will win a reputation comparable with 
that achieved by former District At- 
torney "Bob” Bushnell. 


Residents of the Newtons should give 
whole-hearted support to the new or- 
ganization composed of owners of In- 
dependent grocery stores and mar- 
kets of this city, formed on Monday 
night at a meeting held in Newton 
Centre. This city has long needed 
co-operation between owners of such 
stores throughout the Newtons. 

The Selectmen of Watertown, in- 
fluenced by the scathing denunciation 
of carnivals by Judge P. Sarsfleld Cun- 
niff. voted last week not to grant any 
more permits in that town to such out- 
fits.

The need of nn incinerator In New- 
ton for the disposal Of rubbish has 
long been agitated. It Is more than 
a quarter century since this matter 
first was discussed. It is many years 
since a committee comprised of Dr. 
Curtis, chairman of the Board of 
Health, Seward Jones and John C. 
Brlmblecom traveled even as far as 
Montreal, Quebec to inspect nn in- 
cinerator in that city. But. city gov- 
ernments of Newton through nil the 
years during the past quarter century 
have decided against building an in- 
cinerator. Incinerators cost consid- 
erable money to build: and then some 
don’t give much satisfaction. So. it 
behooves the present city government 
to act slowly and cautiously before 
involving the city and its taxpayers 
in the expense which the construction 
of a costly Incinerator will cause. 

It is planned not to burn garbage 
in the proposed incinerator which 
would cost, according to estimates, 
$170,000 to $200,000. It would burn 
pnper and other debris and would 
prevent to a large degree the annoy- 
ing fires which regularly occur in 
dumps, and it would make dumps less 
unsightly. It would necessitate house 
holders of the city to keep their 
ashes in separate barrels from rub- 
bish. The city has for many years 
had an ordinance specifying that this 
in usi be done, but for a long time 
this ordinance has not been enforced. 

There is a costly incinerator at 
Worcester which has not been "so 
hot” much of the time. There have 
been other incinerators which have 
been failures. According to the en- 
gineer with whom the Newton Aider- 
men conferred, the proposed incinera- 
tor to be built here, would be one 
of the practical type, which would 
give good results. 

An incinerator would be a desirable 
improvement in Newton. But, if it is 
to be erected as part of a program to 
give work to the unemployed of the 
city, we doubt that it will afford much 
relief in this direction. Much of the 
money expended on nn incinerator 
will go for materials for the building 
and for the equipment. We know of 
no better way to provide work for a 
considerable number of Newton’s un 
employed than to repair, to resurface 
many of the streets in the city which 
certainly can stand resurfacing. The 
streets of Newton are, in all too many 
cases, nothing to brag about. For 
some years Newton has not been ex- 
travagant in the amount of money It 
appropriated for the rebuilding and 
care of its streets. And the side- 
walks of this city are also not the 
acme of perfection. Those who walk 
to any extent, instead of riding, can 
testify as to this statement. 

It would be an excellent thing, if 
It can be done, to use some of the 
money available under the NRA grant 
from the Federal Government to im- 
prove Newton streets, provided this 
work will be done by the employees 
of the street department who have 
been without employment for months 
supplemented to a reasonable degree 
by other unemployed men of the city. 
It is certainly not a help to relieve 
unemployment to have public works 
let out on contract, with efforts made 
to obtain bids as low as possible. We 
have had a number of examples of 
this method in Newton during the 
pnst few years. 


The announcement that the tax rate 
in Newton for 1933 is twenty cents 
less than last year’s tax rate, natur- 
ally will be welcome news to tax pay- 
ers of the city. Certainly few, if any 
taxpayers in Newton would rather 
have the tax rate here at the high 
rate w’hich prevails in many of the 
cities of this State. And the employ- 
ees of the city of Newton may also 
congratulate themselves that the city’s 
financial condition has been excel 
lent and that they have been paid 
regularly in happy contrast to the 
employees of some cities in the State. 

We believe, however, that there are 
taxpayers who would he willing to 
have the rate a trifle higher, when by 
such an increase more employees of 
the city could have been kept at 
work on our streets, and much need- 
ed repairs to our highways could be 
done. We believe that if some of 
the unemployed in the city could he 
given work on some kind of public 
improvements, as they have in the 
past, rather than being placed on 
food doles, it would certainly make 
these men and their families hap- 
pier: it would he more in keeping 
with American traditions.

By this 
time the dead or crippled horses have 
been removed from the arenn, and very 
often the tourist Is making for the ex- 
it, ashamed of having entered the bull 
ring at all. If he stays on he has de- 
cided that It Is the most brutal and 
disgusting nfTnir and a disgrace to civi- 
lization, and refuses to recognize the 
art and technique which exists In the 
second nnd third acts. 

The matador appears for the third 
act. He Is the principal character In 
the dramatic spectacle. With a mu- 
I eta, a sort of red cape, he executes 
a series of "passes" which all have 
their special names to the crowd, 
The slightest slip, and the matador Is 
flung in the air on the long horns, as 
If he were a toy. It all happens quick- 
ly. There Is no referee’s whistle to 
control the game, the bull continues to 
gore the matador until others of his 
team rush with brightly colored enpes 
to attract the hull from Its victim.

The Dalmatians, now partly Yugo- 
slavian and partly Italinn in their na- 
tional allegiance, have had a varied 
career In history, first passing under 
the flag of one nation, then another. 

At the time of the outbreak of the 
World war, the Dalmatians were part 
of the Austrian Empire, their coast 
along the Mediterranean being of vi- 
tal Importance to the Austrians. The 
area of the province Is not very large, 
but by Its picturesquenesa with many 
mountains, rivers and small lakes has 
always had a romantic appeal to trav- 
elers. t 

The population, pnrtly Italian, part- 
ly Albanian, pnrtly Jewish nnd part- 
ly German, has been noted for the 
fine physique of the men. The chief 
occupations of the people have been 
for centuries cattle raising, seafnrlng 
and fishing. 

At one time Dalmatia was quite a 
sizeable kingdom, but after It finally 
fell before the assault of the armies 
of Augustus, It had a varied career. 
After the fall of Rome, Dalmatia 
passed Into the hands of the Goths, 
Slavonians, Venetians, French and 
Italians, finally winding up as a part 
of Austria up until the World war.

Cigar Smoke Teata Draft 

Cigar smoke is used In testing the 
draft und pressure in boilers, fur- 
naces, chimneys and air ducts with a 
glass-tube gauge. Smoke Is blown Into 
the gauge at the upper end, which 
is then closed with the finger. The 
tip of the other end Is Inserted Into 
an opening In the chimney or air duct 
and a small stream of the air current 
passes Into the Instrument. As the 
air rushes in, a dividing line forms 
between the incoming current and the 
cigar smoke. Calibrations on the 
gauge make possible a reading at the 
dividing line, showing the draft with- 
out making calculations. — Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. 


Bird* Ghooie Habitat 

All birds have their own selected 
territories with well-defined boun- 
daries, and unless pressed they do not 
wander outside. This applies chiefly 
to the breeding season, for In winter 
many leave their territories and fly to 
man for assistance. 


Evaporated Milk 

It requires about 2.2 pounds of milk 
to produce one pound of exaporated 
milk. In other words. 100 pounds of 
milk will produce approximately 50 
14%-ounce cans of evaporated milk.

First Fatality 
On Turnpike 
Tuesday Night 

Aged Woman Killed, Nine 
Others Injured 


Local Federal 
Home Loan Office 
Starts Work 


The first fatality in Newton on the 
new turnpike occurred Tuesday eve- 
ning when Miss Louise Pratt, 80. of 
Wollaston, was killed, and nine other 
women injured at the underpass at 
Chestnut st.. Upper Falls. 

Miss Catherine South, a Newton 
High School teacher, was driving 
south, taking Miss Pratt and Miss 
A. Louise Frary to their homes in 
Wollaston, when the crash occurred. 

Miss South says that she had gone 
through the pass and brought her 
car nearly to a dead stop when a car 
carrying six nurses from the Wor- 
cester City Hospital, driven by Miss 
Helen O’Brien, coming along the by- 
pass on the south side of the turn- 
pike, crashed into her. Miss O’Brien 
says that she was driving only 
about 25 miles per hour. 

All ten women were sufficiently 
injured so that they were all taken 
by the police in several cars to the 
Newton Hospital. Miss Pratt died on 
the way there. Miss South was the 
only one of the women who was re- 
leased immediately, after she had 
been given first aid treatment for a 
bruised ankle. 

At this writing Miss Irene Sulli- 
van of Worcester is still under 
treatment at the hospital for a frac- 
tured hip and thigh. Though pain- 
fully injured, she will recover. Miss 
Grace Gaffney of Worcester is also 
still uuder treatment at the hospital 
for injuries to right arm and leg. 

The Worcester nurses were on 
their way Ititq Boston to dine at a 
certain sea food restaurant. The oth- 
i u. anmn iui ev "omen in the Worcester car were 
James O’Conneli j Miss Alice Doherty, who suffered 
cuts and bruises, Miss Mary Garrity 
who was bruised, and Miss Cather- 
ine Carmody who was shaken up, all 
of Worcester. The three riding in 
the rumble seat of the Worcester 
car were thrown clear of the car. 

The corner of the underpass where 
the accident occurred is blind, with 
no warning signs placed as yet. Med- 
ical Examiner, T. Morton Gallagher 
says that he will request an exam- 
ination into the accident by the New- 
ton District Court. Under the new 
law, procedure is at the discretion 
of the court.

Mortgagee Must Consent To 
Secure Federal Aid 

The local office of the Federal 
Home Loan Corporation, at 316 
Washington st., Newton, is not a final 
court in taking over mortgages in 
this district, declared Roger C. Al- 
len, the chief clerk, to a GRAPHIC 
reporter on Wednesday afternoon. The 
consent of the mortgagee must be 
secured and a special board of ap- 
praisers from the Boston office at 82 
Devonshire st. must approve the ap- 
plication. 

Mr. Allen with three assistants is 
interviewing an average of 60 ap- 
plicants a day. The work has now 
been in progress for eight days. On 
Wednesday afternoon about 325 in- 
terviews had been so far given. 

The routine calls for two inter- 
views at the local office. The applic- 
ants are given a preliminary inter- 
view when it is decided whether the 
case seems to come under the in- 
tentions of the federal act or not. If 
the case seems worthy of considera- 
tion, the applicant is given an ap- 
plication form to be filled out at 
home to which the written consent 
of the mortgagee must be attached. 

After about three days the applic- 
ant returns for his second interview. 
The paper is again gone over with 
the applicant. If the case then still 
seems a reasonable request, the ap- 
plication is then forwarded to the 
Boston office for further attention. It 
is expected that it will require some 
time before a final decision can be 
reached, as a special board of ap- 
praisers must view the property. 

From previous experience. Mr. Al- 
len is familiar with Newton condi- 
tions and real estate values. Each 
day. including Saturdays, the office is 
open from nine till five. The staff re- 
mains on duty till all those in the 
waiting line have been interviewed, 
which usually takes till 6:30. 

As proof that the local staff is 
trving to do its full duty in a sym- 
pathetic attitude the reporter adds 
the following: It was after tout- 
o’clock when he had his interview 
with Mr. Allen. Ten people were 
still in line waiting to be heard.

To Apply For Loans To 
Build Incinerator And

Aldermen Make Provisional Appropriations — Matters Must Be 
Heard Before State Board 


At a special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen last night at City Hall 
another step towards the completion 
of several public works projects un- 
der the NRA program was taken.

The four projects for which 
it was decided to make application to 
Washington for the loan and grant 
of Federal moneys were (1) the erec- 
tion of an incinerator at a cost of 
$ 200 , 000 . 1 2 ) the erection of a new 
grade school building on Nevada st. 
at a cost of $248,400, (3) an addition 
to the Frank A. Day Junior High 
School at a cost of $45,700 and (4) 
the enlargement of the Bigelow Jun- 
ior High School at a cost of $136,800. 

The first matter put before the 
Board was the enlargement of the 
water reservoir. Following Alderman 


citizens of Newton would have ample 
opportunity to be heard upon the mat- 
ter.

Alderman Cronin, also of Ward 4.

Burdett Col- 
lege has devised an Administrative 
Secretarial Course for men only, which 
includes the necessary amount of ac- 
counting and mathematics with short- 
hand and typewriting. This course is 
especially recommended to college 
men as the Secretarial Courses are 
recommended to college women. The 
demand for business training on the 
part of college men and women still 
continues, as a result of which many 
prominent colleges will he represented 
in the enrollment for the coming 
year.

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THE NEW TAX RATE 

The new tax rate of $24.80 for 1933 has been declared, 
showing a twenty cent per thousand decrease over the flat 
rate of $25 of 1932. To be sure the decrease is but small and 
will mean but very little in actual money to the average tax 
payer. But it is in keeping with the financial condition of the 
city and in line with the trend of the times in the majority of 
municipalities throughout the State. One of the outstanding 
facts in regard to fixing tax rates is the policy of borrowing 
as has been done in some nearby cities. This has been re- 
garded by the Newton assessors as bad policy as it does nothing 
but postpone obligations and put the burdens of today upon 
the citizens of tomorrow. 

An analysis of the warrants, receipts, etc., used by the 
assessors in determining the new tax rate shows a receipt 
item of slightly more than $47,000 as a grant from the Federal 
government for welfare. This item, it is easily figured, means 
approximately thirty cents per thousand in the local tax rate 
Without these funds the new rate would have been ten cents 
higher than last year with the other figures remaining the same 

The decrease in receipts from income, corporation, and 
motor excise taxes was substantial but was somewhat offset by 
a decrease in the State. Here again an important change took 
place. Had the State distributed to the cities and towns the 
eight millions of dollars in the Highway fund instead of ac- 
ceding to the insistence of Governor Ely in transferring this 
sum to the general expenses of the state Newton would have 
been $110,000 better off. The difference in the basis of dis- 
tribution brought about this change. It would have meant 
approximately seventy cents on the Newton tax rate. 

While it is true that no reduction in the local tax rate 
would have been accomplished unless $200,000 or more was 
transferred, from th,e Excess *vnd Deficiency account, it is 
also true that this has been the practice in Newton, when the 
surplus warrants a transfer, every year but one for more than 
a decade. In 1928 no transfer was made, and in 1925 but 
$90,000 was used, but in all other years from 1922 to 1929 
inclusive $100,000 was taken. In 1930 the amount was $150,- 
000. Larger amounts have since been taken. 

Administrative economies have resulted in the creation of 
surplus in the Excess and Deficiency account which is thus 
made available. It should be pointed out, however, that the 
surplus in 1932 of $695,980 was far greater than that of 
August first this year when it was $402,705. , 

Taking all factors into consideration the taxpayer should 
still appreciate the sound financial condition of the city.

Talk on China 

Rotary Club Also Entertained 
By Chinese Violinist 

Manchuria, The Ins and Outs con- 
stituted the topic of an enlightening 
discourse by Dr. Tehyi Hsieh, who 
is a director of the Chinese Trade 
Bureau and also an honorary mem- 
ber of the Lowell Rotary Club, the 
Baltimore Rotary Club, the Glasgow 
Rotary Club, and one of the first 
members and organizers of the Shang- 
hai, China, Rotary Club. 

Dr. Hsieh told about the intimate 
hopes, fears and aspirations of the 
Chinese people at the present time 
and set forth in an interesting man- 
ner their reactions to the invasion of 
the Japanese in Manchuria. 

He pointed out that the influence of 
Christianity has been important in 
the present administration of affairs 
by the Chinese Republic, and stated 
that the Chinese have a determina- 
tion to become a second America. 

Some of the data which Dr. Hsieh 
gave regarding the great lack of 
teachers, dentists, doctors and other 
professional men in China at the 
present time were very instructive and 
led one to believe that any Chinese 
student in America returning to China 
would have unlimited opportunities. 

The club also enjoyed the rendi- 
tion of the "Meditation,” from Thais, 
by Ben Seeto on the violin. Mr. 
Seeto is a student at Tuft’s College, 
and after the completion of his stud- 
ies here in America, a very impor- 
tant career has been chosen for him 
in China.

than the total limit allowed by statue 
inside of the debt limit. 

Alderman Cordingley of Chestnut 
Hill stated that he resided in Brook- 
line in 1918 within three-quarters 

of a mile of the Brookline incinera- 
tor which was then recently built 
and that there were no offensive 
odors from it. 

Alderman Cronin moved to refer 
the matter back to the committee 
for further study, stating that there 
was no evidence of emergency ac- 
tion at the present and that the 

health of the citizens was not im- 
periled. Alderman Murray replied 
that no further information could 
be obtained by further study. Aider- 
man Holden of Newton Centre spoke 
briefly against the motion, saying that 
the question of dumps was one 
which occupied considerable of his 
time in the interest of his constitu- 
ents. He also added that he had 
Interviewed several residents of Ward 
and that all felt that it was the 
proper time to build an incinerator. 
Alderman Pratt of Newton Centre 
concurred with his colleagues from 
Ward 6 and told of favorable com- 
ments he had heard regarding the 
proposed incinerator. Alderman 
Cronin’s motion was deieated. 

Acting President Gallagher stated 
that the proposal to build the in- 
cinerator off Eliot st., Newton High- 
lands, was subject to change and 
that another site could be selected 
if deemed expedient. The vote was 
then taken on the matter of making 
a provisional appropriation of $200,- 
000 for the erection of an incinera- 
tor with the funds to be received 
upon application for a loan from the 
Federal government, subject to the 
various regulations of the procedure 
to be followed in securing the funds. 
When the funds are received they 
will go to the Public Buildings de- 
partment which will direct the con- 
struction of the incinerator. With 
Alderman Cronin, Sproat and Tern- 
perley voting against the proposal, 
the matter was carried 16 to 3 with 
five members being absent. 

The third, fourth and fifth projects, 
relating to school buildings were then 
taken up as one. Alderman Temper- 
ley inquired as to which order they 
would be undertaken and which pro- 
jects would be curtailed if the entire 
amount of money asked for was not 
granted. Aldermen Murray replied 
after a brief discussion of the neces- 
sity for the Nevada street school that 
this would be the first project, the al- 
terations at the F. A. Day Junior High 
School the second and if enough funds 
were not forthcoming the enlarge 
ment of the Bigelow School would 
be dropped. The vote on the school 
projects was unanimous with the 16 
Aldermen present all voting favor- 
ably. 

The appointments of election offi 
cers for 1933 as printed in another col- 
umn were confirmed after brief dis- 
cussion of one or two cases. 

Action was taken on an order au- 
thorizing an easement over Laundry 
Brook extending Wiltshire rd. to Jack- 
son rd. and was held for public hear- 
ing. 

Appropriations of $14,000 for a wa- 
ter main off Florence st. and $10,000 
for the Welfare department to meet 
September first food bills under the 
modified commissary plan now in ef- 
fect were made. 

Formal action was taken on an or- 
der through which the city waived all 
rights and turned over Boylston st. 
between the present end of the new 
turnpike and the Brookline line to 
the State. Alderman Murray stated 
that this was only the usual procedure 
in regard to state highway work and 
that the State planned to let the con- 
tract for work there next week and 
that immediate action should be 
taken.

Renew Protest 
Against Odors of 
Security Mills 

The receipt of another organized 
protest from citizens residing near 
the Security Mills. Munroe st.. New 
tonville, against disagreeable odors 
emanating from the plant today 
caused Dr. Francis G. Curtis, chair 
man of the Newton Board of Health 
to issue an order that the alleged 
nuisance he abated. 

The order was given verbally tc 
officials of the plant by Dr. Curtis 
after the office of the Board of Health 
was again besieged by complaints 
concerning the odor of acetic acid 
used in the dyeing processes at the 
plant. 

Following the receipt of com 
plaints concerning the situation sev 
eral weeks ago. city officials held a 
conference with officials of the com- 
pany and the latter agreed to take 
steps to abate the alleged odor nui- 
sance. 

Some time ago a large number of 
neighbors in the vicinity of the mill 
protested against any further addi- 
tion to the plant, because for some 
time past they assert that disagree- 
able odors from the dye house at the 
mill have been a nuisance to the 
neighborhood. 

The Board of Appeal of the City 
of Newton sustained the action of 
Building Commissioner Hageman in 
granting a permit to the Security 
Mills at Munroe st.. Newtonville, 
near Cabot Park, to build an addition 
to the factory buildings there.
